Taxed  Drugs  on  EClO's 

AT  NEW  RATES  IF  SCRIPTS  ARE  ENDORSED 

N.H.S.  prescriptions  dispensed  during  the  month  of  November  from 
stock  purchased  on  or  after  October  27  are  being  paid  for  at  prices 
including  the  new  rate  of  tax,  subject  to  endorsement  on  the  prescriptions. 


That  was  announced  in  a  statement 
issued  by  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  on  November  2.  The  statement 
says  that  under  the  "  normal  "  rule  for 
application  of  price  changes,  the 
amended  prices  resulting  from  pur- 
chase tax  increases  at  October  27 
would  operate  for  prescriptions  dis- 
pensed on  or  after  December  1.  The 
Ministry  of  Health  has  informed  the 
N.P.U.,  in  response  to  representations 
made  by  the  Central  N.H.S.  (Chemist 
Contractors)  Committee  that,  because 
of  the  special  circumstances,  where 
during  November  a  chemist  supplies 
from  stock  purchased  on  or  after 
October  27  at  the  new  rate  of  tax  and 
he  endorses  the  prescription  with  a 
price  inclusive  of  the  new  tax,  pay- 
ment will  be  allowed  at  that  price. 
That  arrangement  is  agreed  without 
prejudice  to  subsequent  arrangements 
made  after  any  future  change  of  tax 
rate. 

Purchase  Tax 

CHANGES  EXPLAINED  IN  NOTICES 

THE  changes  in  purchase  tax  an- 
nounced by  the  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer in  his  Budget  speech  (C.  &  D 
October  29,  p.  479)  are  explained  in 
detail  in  Customs  and  Excise  notices 
nos.  78K  and  78L.  Copies  of  the  notices 
have  been  posted  to  all  registered 
traders.  The  new  rates  came  into  force 
on  goods  delivered  on  and  after  Octo- 
ber 27.  Among  the  goods  formerly 
exempted  which  are  now  taxed  at  30 
per  cent,  are  vacuum  flasks.  Face  cloths 
and  towels  remain  untaxed. 

Toilet  brushes  made  wholly  or  partly 
of  precious  metals,  ivory,  or  other 
precious  or  semi-precious  materials, 
formerly  chargeable  at  50  per  cent., 
become  chargeable  at  30  per  cent.  only. 

Pharmaceutical  Society 

LECTURE  ON  COSMETICS 

AN  evening  meeting  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  is  being  held  at  17 
Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.I, 
on  November  21  at  7.30  p.m.  An 
address  on  "  Some  Pharmaceutical 
Aspects  of  Modern  Cosmetics "  is 
being  given  by  Mr.  F.  Atkins,  B.Sc, 
F.R.I.C.,  M.P.S.  The  lecture  will  deal 
with  the  common  origin  of  cosmetic 
and  pharmaceutical  practices  and 
modern  trends  in  cosmetic  formula- 


tions and  fashions.  It  will  show  where 
cosmetics  and  pharmacy  diverge  and 
where  they  meet  on  common  ground. 
The  similarities  and  differences  in  raw 
material  requirements  and  what  may 
be  described  as  "  border-line  "  cosme- 
tics will  also  be  discussed. 

Scientific  Education 

INDUSTRIAL  TRUST  FORMED 

THE  formation  of  an  industrial  trust 
fund  for  the  advancement  of  scientific 
education  was  announced  on  October 
31.  The  fund  is  sponsored  by  com- 
panies concerned  in  the  chemical, 
electrical,  and  mechanical  engineering 
fields  of  industry.  A  statement  said 
that  "  viewing  with  growing  disquiet 
the  shortage  of  scientists,  mathema- 
ticians, and  technologists,"  the  com- 
panies concerned  had  decided  to  take 
steps  to  assist  the  teaching  of  pure  and 
applied  science  and  mathematics  in 
secondary  schools.  The  sponsoring 
companies  were  directing  their  inten- 
tions to  independent  schools,  and 
direct  grant  schools,  which  lacked  help 
from  public  funds  and  were  often 
handicapped  by  absence  of  capital  re- 
sources. Assistance  is  being  given  by 
providing  capital  grants  towards  the 
building,  expansion,  modernising,  and 
equipping  of  science  buildings  in  inde- 
pendent    schools    and    direct  grant 


schools  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the 
Channel  Islands,  and  the  Isle  of  Man. 
It  was  stated  that  more  than  £1,500,000 
had  already  been  guaranteed,  and  it 
was  believed  that  many  other  compan- 
ies dependent  on  adequate  supplies  of 
scientists  and  technologists  might  wish 
to  add  their  support.  Pharmaceutical 
and  chemical  manufacturers  so  far  con- 
nected with  the  fund  include: — The 
Distillers  Co.,  Ltd.;  Imperial  Chemical 
Industries,  Ltd.;  Shell  Petroleum  Co., 
Ltd.;  and  the  Wellcome  Foundation, 
Ltd.  Professor  Sir  Alexander  Todd  is 
a  member  of  the  committee.  The 
address  is  20  Savile  Row,  London,  W.l. 

B.I.F.  Expansion 

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  1956 

THE  London  section  of  the  British  In- 
dustries Fair  is  being  held  during  two 
different  periods  in  1956  for  the  first 
time.  The  first  exhibition  is  being  held 
at  Earls  Court  from  February  22  to 
March  2  and  will  be  opened  by  Lady 
Eden;  the  second  is  being  held  at 
Olympia  from  April  23  to  May  4,  and 
will  be  opened  by  Mr.  R.  A.  Butler. 
Concurrently  with  the  fair  at  Olympia. 
an  exhibition  of  heavy  engineering 
products  will  take  place,  as  usual,  at 
Castle  Bromwich,  Birmingham.  In 
announcing  this  on  October  27,  Mr. 
Kenneth  Home,  managing  director  of 
British  Industries  Fair,  Ltd.,  said  that 
the  extra  February-March  B.I.F.  had 
been  introduced  to  help  manufacturers 
of  consumer  goods  having  a  selling 
season  early  in  the  year.  The  whole  of 
the  ground  floor  of  Earls  Court  had 
been  booked  by  460  exhibitors  and 
there  was  now  a  waiting  list.  Speaking 
of  the  future  of  the  B.I.F.  in  general, 
Mr.  Home  said  it  was  going  to  expand. 
Part  of  the  expansion  might  be  the

tity. A  federation  of  "  fairs-within- 
a-fair,"  he  said,  may  be  the  pattern 
for  the  B.I.F.  of  the  future.  Chemists' 
supplies  and  brushware  are  among  the 
goods  scheduled  for  inclusion  at  Earls 
Court.  Chemicals,  scientific  and  opti- 
cal instruments,  office  appliances  and 
packaging  machinery  will  be  shown  at 
Olympia.  The  chemical  section,  as  an- 
nounced previously,  is  being  spon- 
sored by  the  Association  of  British 
Chemical  Manufacturers. 

Monopolies  Tribunal 

MANUFACTURERS'  UNION  STATEMENT 

THE  National  Union  of  Manufacturers 
has  submitted  to  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  that  evidence  about 
alleged  restrictive  business  practices 
given  to  the  tribunal  which  the  Govern- 
ment propose  to  set  up  should  be 
heard  in  open  court.  The  union's  views 
on  the  Government's  proposals  for 
legislation  following  the  report  of  the 
Monopolies  Commission  on  discrim- 
inatory trade  practices  (see  C.  &  D., 
July  2,  p.  7)  were  issued  on  October 
24.  They  suggest  that  the  authority 
responsible  for  initiating  proceedings 
and  the  authority  concerned  to  prove 
an  agreement  contrary  to  public  policy 
should  be  other  than  the  tribunal  itself; 
that  the  onus  of  proof  should  lie  on 
the  party  asserting;  that  there  should 
be  a  right  of  cross-examination;  that 
the  tribunal  should  publish  its  findings 
of  fact  and  reasons  for  them;  and  that 
there  should  be  a  right  of  appeal  to 
the  Court  of  Appeal  by  either  side.  It 
is  strongly  urged  that  the  tribunal 
should  consist  of  a  Judge  of  the  High 
Court,  that  the  authority  alleging  a  re- 
strictive agreement  should  be  repre- 
sented by  a  law  officer  and  that  the 
party  defending  the  agreement  should 
be  allowed  counsel.  No  attempt  should 
be  made  to  define  to  the  tribunal  what 
is  and  what  is  not  contrary  to  public 
policy,  but  the  tribunal,  in  deciding 
that,  should  have  regard  to  the  body 
of  existing  law  and,  in  due  course,  to 
the  earlier  decisions  of  the  tribunal 
itself.  If  either  party  should  satisfy 
the  tribunal  that  the  disclosure  of  evi- 
dence would  be  against  the  national 
interest,  proceedings  should  as  far  as 
necessary  be  in  camera. 

Acid  in  Smoke  Fog 

AMMONIA  AS  A  NEUTRALISER 

EXPERIMENTS  are  being  made  with 
the  use  of  ammonia  to  combat  sulphur 
acids  in  smoke  fog.  The  Department  of 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research 
states  that  the  Atmospheric  Pollution 
Section  of  the  Fuel  Research  Station 
is  co-operating  with  St.  Bartholomew's 
Hospital,  where  out-patients  and  some 
medical  staff  have  been  issued  with  a 
special  ammonia  bottle.  The  bottle  is 
rather  like  the  familiar  chlorophyll  de- 
odoriser wick  and  bottle.  It  contains 
a  solution  of  ammonia;  during  a 
smoke  fog  the  wick  is  pulled  up  and 
the  ammonia  gas  is  thereby  released 
into  the  atmosphere  of  the  room.  The 
proportion  of  ammonia  must  be  exact 
enough  to  neutralise  the  acids,  so  the 
Fuel  Research  Station  has  also  devel- 


oped a  special  measuring  paper  to  tell 
the  acidity  of  the  atmosphere.  If  the 
atmosphere  is  too  acid,  the  paper  turns 
red.  If  there  is  too  much  ammonia 
being  released,  the  paper  turns  blue. 
The  correct  balance  is  shown  by  the 
paper  turning  greenish-yellow.  The 
Department  has  given  a  warning  that 
ammonia  should  not  be  used  indis- 
criminately about  the  house  during  a 
smoke  fog  as  it  may  be  dangerous, 
particularly  if  small  children  can  get 
their  hands  on  it.  The  Department 
explains  that  during  the  great  smoke 
fog  of  1952  no  pigs  or  sheep  died  at 
the  Smithfield  Show,  which  was  being 
held  at  the  time.  It  was  possible  that 
the  ammonia  gas  given  off  from  the 
pigs'  and  sheep's  litter  mixed  with  the 
air  they  breathed  with  beneficial  effect. 
A  number  of  prize  cattle  kept  in 
scrupulously  clean  quarters  did  die. 

Hospital  Pharmacy 

BOARD  SETS  UP  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 

A  REGIONAL  Pharmaceutical  Ad- 
visory Committee  has  been  formed  by 
the  Newcastle-on-Tyne  Regional  Hos- 
pital Board.  Pharmaceutical  members 
appointed  are: — Misses  M.  Garnett 
(chief  pharmacist.  Royal  Victoria 
Infirmary);  K.  Bell  (chief  pharmacist, 
Garland's  Hospital,  Carlisle);  Messrs. 
M.  Clarke  (chief  pharmacist,  Hexham 
General  Hospital);  G.  Duncan  (chief 
pharmacist,  Preston  Hospital,  North 
Shields);  J.  A.  Todd  (chief  pharmacist, 
Middlesbrough  General  Hospital); 
and  W.  T.  Wing  (chief  pharmacist. 
Newcastle  General  Hospital).  The 
first  meeting  of  the  committee  con- 
sidered the  Ministry  of  Health  memor- 
andum dealing  with  hospital  pharma- 
ceutical departments.  It  was  decided 
to  undertake  a  survey  of  the  pharma- 
ceutical services  in  the  region,  Mr. 
W.  T.  Wing  was  appointed  the  phar- 
macist to  advise  the  Board  on  day-to- 
day problems.

School  of  Chemistry,  £300  for  1955-56, 
from  Monsanto  Chemicals,  Ltd.,  to 
support  a  scholarship;  Pharmacology, 
£750  for  1955-56,  from  The  Wellcome 
Foundation,  Ltd.,  for  research;  £500  a

Baker,  Ltd.,  for  research;  £500  a  year 
for  two  years  from  Smith,  Kline  & 
French  International  Co.,  London;

AWARDS  AT  LIVERPOOL  COLLEGE 

PRESENTING  prizes  at  the  Depart- 
ment of  Pharmacy,  Liverpool  College 
of  Technology,  on  October  26,  Pro- 
fessor H.  Brindle  (former  dean  of  the 
faculty  of  science  and  head  of  the 
school  of  pharmacy,  Manchester  Uni- 


versity), told  students  that  the  marked 
reluctance  of  pharmacists,  particularly 
in  retail  shops,  to  take  apprentices, 
was  serious.  If  there  was  no  change 
in  that  attitude,  the  retail  pharmacists 
would  find  themselves  in  serious  diffi- 
culties. Competition  to  enter  pharmacy 
schools  was  very  keen,  he  said.  In 
Manchester  six  prospective  students 
had  had  to  be  rejected  for  every  one 
accepted.  Among  those  present  at  the 
prize-giving  was  Mr.  E.  Humphreys 
Jones,  founder  of  the  department.  Prize 
winners  were: — First  Year:  Pharma- 
ceutics, J.  Canning;  All  subjects,  Mrs. 
B.  Y.  Milligan;  Second  Year:  First 
prize,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Roberts;  Second 
prize,  T.  Flynn;  Physiology  and  phar- 
macology, A.  Thomas.

New  Sun  Lamp 

AN  ADVANCE  IN  ULTRA-VIOLET  THERAPY 

ONE  of  the  features  of  the  Exhibition 
on  Light,  organised  by  the  Manchester 
Federation  of  Scientific  Societies  at 
Manchester,  October  20-22,  was  a 
new  type  of  sun  lamp  to  be  used  in 
the  physiotherapy  department  of  An- 
coats  hospital.  Intended  to  supersede 
the  carbon  arc  quartz  type  of  vapour 
lamp  normally  used  for  ultra-violet 
therapy,  the  lamp,  called  the  Therak- 
tin,  comprises  four  4-ft.  fluorescent 
tubes.  They  are  similar  to  those  used 
for  illumination  purposes,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  glass  envelope  which  is 
phosphor  coated.  The  phosphor  used 
is  chosen  because  of  its  strong  emis- 
sion— in  the  region  of  2900  A  and 
the  envelope  stops  all  radiation  below 
2800  A. 

Food  Additives 

INTERNATIONAL  ACTION  URGED 

INTERNATIONAL  action  to  control 
the  use  of  food  additives  was  urged 
at  a  Conference  convened  by  the 
World  Health  Organisation  and  the 
Food  and  Agriculture  Organisation  in 
Geneva  recently.  The  Conference 
agreed  that  the  size  of  the  problem 
made  it  impossible  for  a  single  country 
to  undertake  all  the  investigation 
needed.  As  a  first  step  the  Conference 
recommended  uniform  methods  of 
evaluating  the  safety  of  additives  and 
the  drawing  up  of  general  principles 
for  their  use.  The  Conference  recom- 
mended that  priority  should  be  given 
to  an  inquiry  into  preservatives,  includ- 
ing anti-microbials  and  anti-oxidants. 

Russian  Doctors'  Visit 

TOUR  OF  WELLCOME  BUILDING 

A  PARTY  of  Russian  doctors  visiting 
the  United  Kingdom  under  the 
auspices  of  the  British  Medical  Asso- 
ciation, showed  great  interest  when 
the  organisation  of  the  Wellcome 
Foundation,  Ltd. — a  capitalist  com- 
mercial enterprise  which  devotes  all 
its  distributed  profits  to  the  further- 
ance of  medical  education  and  re- 
search— was  explained  to  them  during 
a  tour  of  the  Wellcome  Building,  Eus- 
ton  Road,  London,  N.W.I,  on  Octo- 
ber 19.  Dr.  C.  A.  Hoare,  F.R.S.,  who 
is  on  the  staff  of  the  Foundation,  and 
who  was  for  some  years  resident  in 
Russia,  acted  as  interpreter. 
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NEWS  IN  BRIEF 

Three  instances  of  patients  altering 
National  Health  Service  prescriptions 
were  reported  at  a  recent  meeting  of 
Leeds  Executive  Council. 

About  750  grains  of  morphine,  con- 
tained in  165  packets  of  six  ampoules 
each,  were  stolen  from  the  premises  of 
R.  A.  Cripps  &  Son,  Ltd.,  manufactur- 
ing chemists,  Hove,  Sussex,  recently. 

The  London  County  Council  is 
organising  a  "  Safety  in  the  Home 
Week "  beginning  on  November  14; 
Special  emphasis  is  being  laid  on  the 
prevention  of  burns  and  scalds. 

Mr.  Ernest  Pedley  (senior  chemist 
at  the  north-western  forensic  science 
laboratory,  Preston)  has  been  appoin- 
ted to  succeed  Professor  J.  M.  Webster 
as  director  of  the  West  Midland 
forensic  science  laboratory  at  Birming- 
ham, and  is  taking  over  early  in  1956. 

Opening  a  conference  on  "  Photo- 
graphy in  Industry "  in  London  on 
October  31,  the  Parliamentary  Secre- 
tary to  the  Board  of  Trade  (Mr.  D. 
Walker-Smith)  said  photography  could 
aid  Britain's  export  trade  by  helping 
to  present  abroad  a  more  vivid  pic- 
ture of  Britain  virile,  inventive  and  up- 
to-date. 

T.  J.  Smith  &  Nephew,  Ltd.,  have 
notified  Hull  Corporation  that  it  is 
their  intention  to  transfer  to  that  city 
their  large-scale  manufacture  of  phar- 
maceutical and  chemical  products  at 
present  produced  at  Welwyn  Garden 
City.  The  move  is  expected  to  provide 
employment  for  200  Hull  people, 
mainly  women. 

Although  National  Service  causes 
some  disturbance  in  civilian  careers,  it 
does  not  create  any  major  problems  of 
employment  or  resettlement,  concludes 
a  report  on  an  inquiry  into  the  effects 
of  National  Service  on  the  education 
and  employment  of  young  men,  pub- 
lished on  October  26  (H.M.  Stationery 
Office,  price  ninepence). 

The  tenants'  association  of  an  estate 
at  Mirehouse,  Whitehaven,  Cumber- 
land, have  been  asked  whether  they 
know  of  anyone  interested  in  taking  a 
chemist's  shop  on  the  estate,  since  one 
of  the  four  shops  there  was  originally 
intended  for  a  pharmacy,  but  neither 
the  multiple  nor  private  traders  would 
rent  it,  even  at  reduced  cost. 

A  deputation  from  the  council  of 
the  Royal  Society  for  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Animals,  urging  the  pro- 
hibition of  the  export  from  India  of 
monkeys  for  experimental  purposes 
and  of  wild  birds,  was  received  in 
London  recently  by  the  High  Com- 
missioner for  India,  who  promised  to 
transmit  to  the  Indian  Government  the 
information  submitted. 

Professor  R.  C.  Garry  (regius  pro- 
fessor of  physiology,  Glasgow  Univer- 
sity) and  Dr.  H.  J.  Seddon  (director  of 
studies,  Institute  of  Orthopaedics,  Bri- 
tish Postgraduate  Medical  Federation, 
London  University,  and  clinical  direc- 
tor, Royal  National  Orthopaedic  Hos- 
pital, London)  have  been  appointed 
members  of  the  Medical  Research 
Council. 


TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

The  Sheffield  Scheme 

I  find  one  answer  to  my  somewhat  querulous  paragraph  on  hours  of 
service  in  your  excellent  article  in  the  same  issue  (pp.  493-94)  in  which 
a  full  description  is  given  of  the  steps  taken  in  Sheffield  to  provide  dis- 
pensing facilities  at  a  central  site  after  normal  closing  hours.  If  ever  there 
was  evidence  that  it  is  possible  to  act  collectively  in  pharmacy,  it  is  to 
be  found  here.  The  venture  demanded  vision,  courage,  and  faith  in  large 
measure  for  its  foundation,  and  it  says  much  for  the  enthusiasm  of  the 
founders  that  all  obstacles  appear  to  have  been  surmounted.  The  project, 
as  you  point  out  in  your  leader,  serves  to  provide  facilities  on  a  collective 
basis,  leaving  no  room  for  public  complaint.  It  also,  in  large  areas,  could 
be  the  answer  to  the  carefully  fostered  feeling  that  the  public  should 
think  only  "  in  multiples."  My  attention  has  recently  been  drawn  to 
articles  in  both  the  weekly  and  the  Sunday  Press,  in  which  are  extolled 
the  virtues  of  all-night  service  as  provided  by  a  multiple  firm  of  chemists. 
Readers  will  note  my  professional  discretion  in  saying  "  a  multiple  firm 
of  chemists."  Such  reticence  and  delicacy  of  feeling  are  noticeably  lack- 
ing in  the  articles  to  which  I  have  alluded.  The  lesson  in  the  Sheffield 
scheme  is  there  for  all  to  read,  and  your  article  will  stimulate  other  large 
cities  to  work  out  a  plan  adapted  to  their  special  needs.  The  value  of  rota 
service,  given  by  the  individual  in  a  central  site,  is  obvious.  Sheffield  is  to 
be  congratulated  on  the  success  of  its  experiment. 

The  Autumn  Budget 

Pharmacists  in  the  coming  week  will  be  inundated  with  letters  and 
leaflets  containing  details  of  the  effect  of  the  altered  rates  of  purchase 
tax.  Like  other  forms  of  taxation,  purchase  tax  was  imposed  by  a 
Chancellor  to  meet  a  specific  emergency,  and  successive  Chancellors  have 
found  themselves  unable  to  break  themselves  of  the  habit.  In  introducing 
the  initial  purchase  tax  in  1940  Sir  John  Simon,  then  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer,  said  that  it  was  necessary  at  that  stage  of  the  war  to  "  limit 
the  consumption  of  the  ordinary  people."  He  said  also  that  it  was  not 
possible  to  limit  such  a  tax  to  luxuries,  for  to  do  so  would  not  raise  the 
money.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  the  original  intention  was  twofold, 
and  successors  in  office  have  found  in  the  tax  a  most  useful  instrument. 
As  far  back  as  1940  I  recall  pessimistic  expressions  of  opinion  that  such 
a  tax  was  difficult  to  impose  and  impossible  to  repeal,  and  the  pessimism 
appears  to  have  been  justified.  So  now  we  are  to  be  faced  with  an 
increased  burden  of  capital  outlay  which  shows  no  return.  Added  to 
sums  already  outlying  for  drugs  and  services  under  N.H.S.,  pharmacists 
are  in  the  position  of  being  moneylenders,  without  the  formality  of  a 
licence.  But  it  is  a  benevolent  form  of  moneylending,  in  that  no  interest 
is  asked  for.  On  that  account,  perhaps  the  question  of  licence  will  not  be 
pressed. 


Montpellier 

The  interesting  article  on  Lazare  Riviere,  of  Montpellier,  recalls  the 
important  place  held  by  the  university  and  school  of  medicine  there  over 
the  centuries.  Montpellier  was  founded  about  the  12th  century  and  like 
its  rival  Salerno,  it  attracted  students  from  many  other  countries.  It 
numbered  among  its  medical  students  the  famous  Sydenham,  who  went 
there  to  gain  further  experience  after  graduating  at  Oxford.  Douglas 
Guthrie  in  his  History  of  Medicine  refers  to  an  Englishman,  Gilbertus 
Anglicus,  who  attended  the  medical  school  in  the  13th  century,  and  who 
left  behind  a  recipe  for  Gilbert's  ointment,  which  would  try  the  skill  and 
endurance  of  the  modern  pharmacist.  "  Skin  a  fat  puppy  and  stuff  him 
with  cucumber,  rue,  pellitory,  juniper,  and  fat  of  goose,  fox  and  bear, 
equal  parts.  Then  boil  him  and  add  wax  to  the  grease  that  floats  on  the 
top,  to  make  an  ointment."  First,  as  Mrs.  Beeton  would  say,  catch  your 
fat  puppy,  and  then  proceed  by  easy  stages  to  the  goose,  the  fox  and  the 
bear. 
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SCOTTISH  NEWS 
Excessive  Prescribing 

DOCTOR  LOSES  APPEAL  AGAINST  FINE 

AN  Edinburgh  doctor  has  lost  his 
appeal  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
Scotland  against  a  fine  of  £150  for  ex- 
cessive prescribing  in  December  1953. 
The  appeal  was  the  first  of  its  kind  in 
Scotland.  At  the  hearing,  the  chairman 
of  Edinburgh  Executive  Council 
said  that  the  £150  represented  the 
approximate  amount  that  the  appel- 
lant's extravagant  prescribing  had  cost 
during  December  1953.  It  was  not 
fixed  as  a  punitive  fine.  The  Commis- 
sioners appointed  by  the  Secretary  of 
State,  found  that  the  cost  of  drugs 
ordered  by  the  appellant  in  December 
1953  for  persons  on  his  list,  was  in 
excess  of  what  was  reasonably  neces- 
sary for  the  adequate  treatment  of  such 
persons,  and  that  the  sum  proposed  to 
be  recovered  from  his  remuneration 
was  reasonable.  They  were  of  the 
opinion  that  the  high  cost  of  the 
appellant's  prescriptions  during  the 
month  in  question  was  mainly  or 
partly  due  to  the  excessive  number  of 
prescriptions  for  chloramphenicol  pre- 
parations, the  prescribing  of  unduly 
large  quantities,  and  the  unduly  free 
prescribing  of  various  proprietary 
medicines. 

Chemical  Plant  Building 

EXTENSIONS  AT  GRANGEMOUTH 

BUILDING  plans  for  extensions  to  the 
petroleum-chemical  industry  at 
Grangemouth,  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
£120,000,  were  recently  approved  by 
the  Grangemouth  Dean  of  Guild 
Court.  British  Petroleum  Chemicals, 
Ltd.,  were  given  approval  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  workshop  extension  and  the 
building  of  a  research  laboratory  at  a 
total  cost  of  £76,000,  and  Forth 
Chemicals,  Ltd.,  are  to  build  a  new 
process  unit  and  switchhouse  at  a  cost 
of  £44,000.  The  previous  week  the 
Court  approved  £150,000  building 
plans  for  a  new  polythylene  plastic 
plant  bringing  the  total  approved  in 
two  weeks  to  £270,000. 

IRISH  NEWS 

Chemists  Federation 

PRESIDENT'S  VISIT  TO  BELFAST 

MR.  P.  D.  J.  Spaanderman  (president, 
Chemists  Federation)  visited  Belfast  on 
October  20  to  address  a  representative 
gathering,  Mr.  Fred  Storey,  C.B.E. 
(chairman,  Northern  Ireland  C.F.  com- 
mittee), in  the  chair.  Mr.  Spaander- 
man said  that  the  Chemists  Federation 
believed  that  the  pharmacist  was  the 
right  and  proper  person  to  sell  medi- 
cines and  the  Federation  set  out  to 
implement  that.  Manufacturers  who 
believed  in  that  principle  joined  the 
Federation  and  reserved  their  goods 
for  chemists.  They  signed  an  agree- 
ment, which  was  very  different  from 
saying  that  their  goods  were  "  con- 
fined to  chemists."  Wholesalers  also 
co-operated,  and  retail  pharmacists  en- 
joyed the  benefits  but  did  not  realise 
how  much  they  were  indebted  to  the 
Federation.  The  Chemists  Federation 
had  been  one  of  the  bodies  cited  by 
the  Monopolies  Commission  as  opera- 


ting a  restrictive  practice,  but  the 
Federation  had  an  extremely  strong 
case  to  put  before/  any  tribunal.  For 
the  past  eight  years  the  Federation's 
standards  committee  had  carefully 
examined  all  the  proprietary  medicines 
which  came  on  the  C.F.  list,  and  had 
no  hesitation  in  rejecting  any  medicine 
which  did  not  come  up  to  the  claims 
made  for  it  by  the  manufacturer.  As 
a  further  measure  of  protection  for  the 
public  the  Committee  from  time  to 
time  re-examined  all  the  products  on 
the  C.F.  list  to  ensure  that  they  con- 
formed to  the  required  standards. 
Those  retailers  who  attended  the  tri- 
partite meeting  had  asked  for  more 
publicity  for  the  C.F.  symbol.  That 
would  be  procured  if  the  Federation 
could  spend  a  quarter  of  a  million 
pounds,  but  if  more  manufacturers 
would  use  the  symbol  and  retailers 
would  display  it  so  that  customers  in- 
quired about  it,  C.F.  would  get  all  the 
publicity  it  required.  The  Federation 
would  supply  a  permanent  showcard 
which  retailers  should  prominently  dis- 
play. Mr.  Spaanderman  spoke  of  the 
probability  of  the  policy  of  widespread 
distribution  now  operating  in  America 
spreading  to  Great  Britain  in  the  near 
future.  It  would  be  adopted  by  some 
manufacturers,  except  for  the  tremen- 
dous weight  of  opinion  against  it. 
Chemists  could  intensify  that  opinion. 
No  proprietary  medicine  could  be  sold 
in  quantities  unless  it  was  displayed  by 
the  pharmacists.  If  retail  pharmacists 
refused  to  display  new  non-C.F.  pro- 
ducts their  introduction  would  be 
retarded.  During  the  discussion  which 
followed,  Mr.  W.  H.  Boyd  (president, 
Ulster  Chemists'  Association)  said  that 
he  would  like  to  see  action  taken  to 
advise  chemists  immediately — when 
tempting  offers  for  goods  being 
launched  on  the  market  were  made — 
that  those  goods  were  not  C.F.

Opticians'  Bill 

TEXT  PUBLISHED  IN  DUBLIN 

THE  text  of  the  Opticians'  Bill  has 
been  published  in  Dublin.  The  Bill 
provides  for  the  registration  of  opti- 
cians and  the  prohibition  of  prescrib- 
ing and  selling  of  spectacles  by  un- 
qualified persons.  The  first  Board  to 
be  set  up  by  the  Minister  for  Health 
will  include  six  opticians  of  whom  at 
least  one  must  also  be  a  pharmaceuti- 
cal chemist.  All  members  of  the  first 
Board  who  will  hold  office  for  three 
to  four  years  will  be  appointed  by 
the  Minister.  Optician  members  of 
subsequent  Boards  will  be  elected  by 
registered  opticians.  Two  registers  are 
being  set  up:  one  for  ophthalmic  opti- 
cians who  prescribe  and  supply  spec- 
tacles, and  the  other  for  dispensing 
opticians  who  supply  glasses  only.

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CONFERENCE  ON  INDUSTRIAL  ACCIDENTS 

Man-hours  saved  could  solve  labour  shortage  problems 


NEARLY  20  million  man-days  are 
lost  every  year  through  industrial  in- 
juries or  through  illnesses  caused  by 
occupational  diseases.  From  those 
causes,  about  60,000  people  are  absent 
from  work  on  any  one  day.  That  was 
the  "  grave  problem  "  upon  which  Sir 
Walter  Monckton,  Q.C.  (Minister  of 
Labour  and  National  Service)  focused 
attention  at  the  annual  one-day  con- 
ference of  the  London  Industrial 
Accident  Prevention  Groups  in  Guild- 
hall, in  the  City,  on  October  28,  Sir 
Walter  said  that  those  figures  gave 
some  idea  of  the  amount  of  human 
suffering  involved  and  the  losses  in- 
flicted on  individuals.  "  Anyone  who 
has  had  to  deal  with  the  after-effects 
of  accidents  and  industrial  illness 
knows  only  too  well  that,  however 
good  the  arrangements  for  insurance 
and  compensation  may  be,  they  rarely 
repair  all  the  financial  losses."  That 
must  cause  special  concern  when  so 
much  depended  on  raising  industrial 
productivity  to  the  highest  level. 

Much  had  already  been  done  by 
legislation  and  the  voluntary  efforts  of 
industry.  There  must  be  no  let  up  in 
efforts  to  ensure  that  machines  and 
working  conditions  were  as  free  from 
hazards  as  possible.  The  Ministry's  in- 
terest in  that  work  went  beyond  the 
discharge  of  statutory  responsibilities. 
Man-power  was  a  vital  national  asset, 
and  the  prevention  of  accidents  and 
the  promotion  of  industrial  health 
were  a  part  of  the  Ministry's  task  of 
ensuring  that  that  asset  was  used 
wisely.  "  A  nation  whose  prosperitv. 
like  ours,  depends  on  increasing  its 
productivity  and  expanding  its  exports 
in  the  face  of  fierce  competition  must 
reduce  to  the  lowest  possible  level  the 
wastage  which  accidents  and  industrial 
disease  can  cause.  We  cannot  afford 
these  losses." 

Co-operation  by  All 

Legislation,  the  recommendations  of 
committees,  and  the  activities  of 
voluntary  organisations,  could  not  of 
themselves  produce  all  the  results 
wanted.  So  much  depended  on  the 
spirit  in  which  those  things  were  in- 
terpreted on  the  shop  floor.  It  was  not 
sufficient  for  management  to  give  its 
blessing  to  arrangements  for  improv- 
ing safety  and  safeguarding  health. 
Their  interest  had  to  be  active  and  sin- 
cere. It  had  to  stimulate  the  enthu- 
siasm needed  to  encourage  others  to 
participate  in  that  work.  The  preven- 
tion of  accidents  was,  in  fact,  part  of 
good  management.  Yet  the  organisa- 
tion of  safety  could  not  be  fully  effec- 
tive without  close  co-operation  be- 
tween managements  and  workpeople. 
The  Minister  stressed  the  need  for 
training  the  young  people  in  industry 
in  accident  prevention.  He  added  that 
the  majority  of  accidents  in  industry 
were  due  to  "  ordinary "  causes  that 
could  be  easily  prevented. 

Sir  Ewart  Smith  (a  deputy  chair- 
man, Imperial  Chemical  Industries, 
Ltd.,  and  chairman,  British  Producti- 
vity Council)  addressed  the  conference 


on  "  Accident  Prevention  and  Produc- 
tivity." He,  too,  emphasised  that, 
though  there  ought  to  be  far  more  in- 
dustrial safety  officers  and  better  pro- 
vision of  safety  appliances — good  man- 
agement "  with  dynamic  leadership 
from  the  top  "  was  of  overriding  im- 
portance. Figures  indicated  that  the 
direct  loss  of  wages  and  salaries  was 
about  £50  millions  a  year,  with  a  cor- 
respondingly greater  loss  of  "  added 
value  "  in  production.  There  were  also 
indirect  losses  due  to  interference  with 
the  smooth  flow  of  production.  That, 
added  to  the  cost  of  hospital  treat- 
ment, brought  total  losses  to  a  figure 
likely  to  be  well  over  £100  millions  a 
year.  Any  appreciable  reduction  of  in- 
dustrial accidents  would  therefore  be 
of  real  help  to  the  economic  pros- 
perity of  the  country.  "  Effective  and 
immediate  improvement  in  both  pro- 
ductivity and  industrial  safety  depend 
primarily  on  a  proper  understanding 
and  attitude  of  mind  rather  than  on 
mechanical  aids,  safety  equipment,  or 
statutory  regulations."  Under  present 
conditions  rapid  progress  depended 
primarily  on  better  training,  wider 
understanding,  and  the  development  of 
greater  interest  and  attention  by  all 
concerned.  In  his  own  organisation  no 
less  than  two-thirds  of  all  lost-time 
accidents  were  directly  due  to  human 
failings.  Accident  rates  in  the  more 
highly  developed  types  of  American 
industry  tended  to  be  lower  than  in 
comparable  organisations  in  this  coun- 
try, despite  the  fact  that  in  America 
statutory  provisions  for  securing  the 
safety  of  workpeople  were  less  far- 
reaching  and  elaborate  than  in  Britain. 

The  proper  attitude  of  mind,  in- 
volving the  understanding  and  co- 
operation of  everyone  concerned, 
could  only  be  secured  as  a  result  of 
good  management  and  leadership. 
While  he  used  the  term  "  manage- 
ment "  in  the  widest  sense,  it  was  on 
direct-line  management  that  the  main 
responsibility  had  to  fall.  It  was  use- 
less to  expect  good  results  from  junior 
management  on  the  shop  floor  if  top 
management  did  not  give  a  direct  lead 
both  by  showing  the  closest  interest 
and  by  providing  the  organisation  and 
training  necessary  for  effective  results. 
"  The  appointment  of  specialist  safety 
officers  and  the  provision  of  safety 
appliances  are  important;  but  without 
drive  and  human  interest  at  the  highest 
level  their  influence  is  severely 
limited." 

Target  Figures 

Fixing  a  target  figure  was  an  impor- 
tant step  in  reducing  the  number  of 
accidents,  because  appreciable  im- 
provement could  only  be  made  by 
positive  steps  vigorously  taken.  Man- 
agement, workpeople  and  the  commu- 
nity at  large  had  a  common  interest. 
Every  man  had  to  be  made  to  think 
of  himself  as  a  manager  with  a  vital 
part  to  play. 

At  the  afternoon  session  of  the  con- 
ference, Mr.  A.  E.  Amor  (deputy 
managing  director,  Kodak,  Ltd.)  spoke 


on  "  Accident  Prevention  and  Man- 
power." All,  he  said,  had  some  idea 
what  the  magnitude  of  the  contribu- 
tion in  the  field  of  accident  prevention 
could  be,  for  over  many  years  the  total 
losses  in  various  directions  due  to  acci- 
dents had  been  reduced  in  an  encou- 
raging way.  There  was,  however, 
appreciable  room  for  further  progress. 
Two  factors  were  helping  to  keep 
down  the  accident  rate.  The  propor- 
tion of  women  in  employment  had  in- 
creased— and  the  accident  rate  for 
women  was  much  lower  than  for  men 
— and  the  present  Government  direc- 
tives on  the  employment  of  older  men 
and  women  were  favourable  because 
the  accident  rate  for  men  and  women 
over  sixty  was  measurably  lower  than 
that  for  their  younger  colleagues.  Any 
measure  of  unemployment  would  re- 
verse that  trend.  Employees  needed  to 
be  educated  to  appreciate  the  import- 
ance of  accident  prevention.  The  con- 
tinuity ,  of  teaching  in  schools  and 
technical  colleges  should  be  preserved 
by  wise  management.  Most  enlightened 
managements  had  some  form  of  in- 
duction course  for  new  employees,  and 
the  safety  aspect  should  be  an  integral 
part  of  it.  It  was  almost  axiomatic 
in  that  the  initiative  in  most  things 
had  to  come  from  the  top.  Closer 
attention  to  the  principles  of  accident 
prevention  could  go  far  to  bridge  the 
gap  between  the  man-power  at  present 
available  and  current  exacting  require- 
ments. On  the  full  solution  of  that 
problem  depended  Britain's  domestic 
prosperity  and  international  prestige. 

About  600  representatives  of  all  sec- 
tions of  industry  were  present  at  the 
conference.  Miss  M.  J.  E.  Sturgeon 
(chairman,  London  Industrial  Co-ordi- 
nating Committee)  presided.

Cost  of  Drugs 

Mr.  Iain  Macleod  (Minister  of 
Health)  told  Mr.  A.  Blenkinsop,  in  a 
written  answer  on  October  31  that  he 
was  at  present  examining  revised  pro- 
posals framed  by  the  representatives  of 
the  pharmaceutical  industry  for  the 
method  of  fixing  prices  of  proprietary 
preparations.  There  was  at  present  no 
call  for  intervention  by  the  Govern- 
ment on  the  question  of  manufacturers' 
profits  on  standard  drugs  and  surgical 
dressings.  Basic  drugs  were  still  under 
investigation  and  meanwhile  the  firms 
themselves  had  continued  to  reduce  the 
prices  of  some  important  drugs.  Since 
the  price  reductions  to  which  he  had 
referred  in  June  (see  C.  &  £>.,  June  25, 
p.  684)  he  understood  that  the  manu- 
facturers had  further  reduced  the 
prices  of  many  penicillin  products  by 
about  \2\  per  cent.,  of  streptomycin 
products  by  about  15  per  cent.,  of 
chloramphenicol  products  by  2\  per 
cent.,  and  of  a  number  of  hormone 
products  by  varying  amounts  ranging 
up  to  50  per  cent.

Drugs  for  Private  Patients 

Miss  P.  Hornsby-Smith  (Parliamen- 
tary Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health)  told  Sir  I.  Fraser  on  October 
31  that  the  Minister  of  Health  would 
not  feel  justified,  in  present  circum- 
stances, in  proposing  legislation  to 
allow  patients  of  private  doctors  to 
obtain  medicines  and  drugs  under  the 
National  Health  Service.  The  Minister 
could  not  give  a  reliable  estimate  of 
what  the  proposed  change  would  cost 
The  question  raised  legal,  financial  and 
administrative  difficulties. 

Guillebaud  Report 

Mr.  Iain  Macleod  (Minister  of 
Health)  told  Mr.  K.  Robinson  on 
October  31  that  he  had  not  yet  received 
the  report  of  the  Guillebaud  Commit- 
tee which  has  been  inquiring  into 
National  Health  Service  costs.  It  was 
likely  to  reach  him  within  the  next  six 
weeks  and  would  be  published  as  soon 
as  possible  after  that. 

Administrative  Tribunals 

The  Lord  Chancellor  announced

The 
chairman  of  the  Committee  is  Sir 
Oliver  Franks.

Mr.  A.  Watkinson  (Parliamentary 
Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour) 
told  Dr.  B.  Stross  on  November  1 
that  the  Factories  (Luminising)  Special 
Regulations,  1947,  prescribe  the  health 
precautions  to  be  taken  in  factories 
using  luminous  materials  containing  a 
radioactive  substance.  Draft  special 
Regulations  for  factories  using  radio- 
active substances  for  other  purposes 
were  in  course  of  preparation.

Suicide  Despite  £5,000  Payment 
Offer. — An  inquest  was  held  at  Barns- 
ley,  on  October  21,  on  Robert 
Llewellyn  Wilson,  a  sixty-two-year-old 
chemist,  Bond  Road,  Barnsley,  who 
was  said  to  have  poisoned  himself  in 
his  shop  on  the  day  after  his  wife  and 
sister-in-law  had  offered  him  £5,000  to 
clear  off  debts.  Mrs.  A.  E.  Wilson 
said  that  her  husband  asked  her  for  a 
loan  of  £250  to  settle  some  bills,  and 
she  gave  him  a  cheque  for  £300.  A 
few  days  later  he  told  her  and  her 
sister  that  he  was  in  a  "  bit  of  muddle  " 
with  his  accounts.  His  sister-in-law 
said  he  could  have  £2,000,  and  Mrs. 
Wilson  said  he  could  have  £3,000. 
The  Coroner  recorded  a  verdict  of 
"  Death  caused  by  poisoning  by  prus- 
sic  acid,  self-administered,  with  in- 
sufficient evidence  as  to  the  state  of  his 
mind." 


ANTARCTIC  EXPEDITION 

Gift  of  medical  supplies 


A  GIFT  of  medical  supplies  worth 
more  than  £2,000  for  the  trans-antarc- 
tic expedition  which  sails  from  London 
in  November  were  presented  to  Dr. 
Vivian  Fuchs  (leader  of  the  expedition) 
by  Mr.  Ian  Fergusson  (chairman  and 
managing  director  of  Evans  Medical 
Supplies,  Ltd.),  at  the  company's  Speke, 
Liverpool,  headquarters  on  October  24. 
Listed  medical  stores  include  300  dif- 
ferent products  and  100,000  individual 
items,  each  specially  packed.  Making 
and  assembling  the  goods  ready  for 
dispatch  took  four  months.  In  selecting 
the  packs  consideration  had  to  be  given 
to  such  factors  as  humidity,  mechanical 
shock,  economy  in  weight,  bulk,  low 
temperature  and  accessibility.  All 
aqueous  liquids  liable  to  burst  their 
containers  or  otherwise  be  harmed  by 
freezing  are  packed  together  so  that 
they  may  be  stored  together  if  possible 


at  a  temperature  above  freezing  point. 
Use  has  been  made  of  plastic  containers 
which  will  not  fracture  by  the  freezing 
of  their  aqueous  contents.  Small  items, 
liable  to  be  lost  or  mislaid,  and  items 
having  a  common  purpose  are  collec- 
tively pre-packed  in  plastic  bags,  tins 
or  other  containers.  The  stores  include 
5,000  ampoules  of  various  products, 
10,000  capsules,  1,000  bandages,  475 
yards  of  gauze,  forty-two  thermometers, 
several  thousands  of  assorted  tablets, 
144  tongue  depressors,  and  supplies  of 
Nobecutane  spray  wound  dressing. 
Messrs.  Evans  were  entrusted  with  the 
organisation  of  three  years'  medical 
supplies  for  the  expedition's  advance 
and  main  parties.  The  selection  of  the 
items  was  undertaken  by  Dr.  Allan  F. 
Rogers  (a  member  of  the  expedition) 
with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  C.  F.  Ross, 
M.P.S.  (packaging  manager  of  the  com- 
pany).

It  is  par- 
ticularly suitable  for  drying-rooms  in 
which  temperatures  of  200°  F.  to 
350°  F.  are  required.   The  heater  com- 


prises a  mild-steel  tube  with  crimped 
gill,  of  4-in.  outside  diameter.  The 
tube  houses  a  withdrawable  element  (a 
spiral  operating  at  low  temperature 
carried  on  insulators).  The  tube  is  of 
heavy  gauge  steel  and  weighs  about 
7  lb.  per  foot  run.  A  mild  steel  con- 
necting box  is  provided  at  one  end  of 
the  heater  with  a  bracket  for  conduit 
entry  at  the  base.

PROPERTIES  OF  CHLORPROMAZINE 

Address  to  Manchester  Public  Pharmacists 


A  TALK  on  Largactil  (chlorpromazine) 
was  given  to  the  Manchester  Branch 
of  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  by 
Mr.  D.  G.  Ardley  (Pharmaceutical 
Specialities  (May  &  Baker),  Ltd.)  on 
October  10. 

Mr.  Ardley  said  that  chlorpro- 
mazine was  known  generally  under  the 
name  Largactil,  but  other  names  were 
in  use  in  some  countries,  including 
Megaphen,  Thorazine  and  Hibernal. 
After  detailing  the  forms  in  which  it 
was  available  for  use,  the  speaker 
warned  against  crushing  the  tablets 
before  swallowing,  as  the  substance 
was  a  local  irritant  and  might  give  rise 
to  dermatitis  in  those  handling  the 
crushed  tablets  or  the  powdered  drug. 
Solutions  were  irritant  and  care  must 
be  taken  in  giving  injections.  It  could 
be  given  in  suppository  form,  its 
activity  by  that  route  being  about 
halved  but  more  prolonged. 

Mr.  Ardley  mentioned  the  well- 
marked  anti-adrenaline  activity  and 
feebler  anti-acetylcholine  activity  of 
chlorpromazine:  it  markedly  reduced 
oxygen  consumption  of  nervous  tissue, 
had  local  analgesic  properties  and 
when  used  systemically  enhanced  the 
effect  of  local  anaesthetics.  Its  clinical 
usefulness  was  largely  due  to  its  central 
depressant  actions.     It  facilitated  in- 


duction of  hypothermia  by  lowering 
body  temperature  and  suppressing 
shivering,  had  an  anti-emetic  effect,  en- 
hanced the  effect  of  hypnotics,  general 
anaesthetics  and  some  analgesics,  and 
had  a  pronounced  effect  on  the  psyche, 
altering  the  patient's  reaction  to  worry 
and  pain  so  that  though  still  aware  of 
them  he  became  indifferent  to  them. 
The  speaker  warned  against  using 
chlorpromazine  in  conjunction  with 
morphine.  Regarding  clinical  uses  of 
the  substance,  in  anaesthesia  chlorpro- 
mazine might  be  used  for  premedica- 
tion in  conjunction  with  pethidine 
and/or  promethazine  and  in  combina- 
tion with  the  same  drugs  it  could  be 
used  as  a  basal  anaesthetic,  or  to 
facilitate  hypothermia  in  the  technique 
sometimes  termed  "  artificial  hiberna- 
tion." Its  main  use  was  in  psychiatry 
and  it  was  especially  indicated  in  states 
of  agitation,  acute  psychotic  episodes 
and  the  phases  of  schizophrenia 
associated  with  psychomotor  excite- 
ment. Depressive  states  did  not  re- 
spond well.  Many  patients  with  con- 
ditions requiring  psychotherapy  but  re- 
sistant to  such  treatment  had  been 
brought  within  its  scope  by  means  of 
chlorpromazine.  In  geriatrics  ob- 
streperous, confused  and  restless 
patients  benefited  from  it  and  it  was 


valuable  in  the  treatment  of  drug 
addiction  and  alcoholism,  facilitating 
the  withdrawal  of  the  drug  without 
producing  serious  symptoms.  In 
general  medicine  it  was  useful  as  an 
anti-emetic  and  in  the  treatment  of 
severe  intractable  pain,  especially  in 
the  terminal  stages  of  cancer,  along 
with  other  analgesics.  It  was  particu- 
larly useful  in  pruritus. 

Side  effects  included  a  fall  in  blood 
pressure  which  might  give  rise  to 
symptoms  of  postural  hypotension, 
dryness  of  the  mouth,  tachycardia, 
polyuria  or  retention  of  urine.  Skin 
sensitisation  sometimes  occurred,  par- 
ticularly among  hospital  personnel 
frequently  handling  the  drug,  and 
patients  taking  the  drug  might  find 
their  skin  sensitive  to  exposure  to  the 
sun.  Large  doses  for  long  periods 
might  give  rise  to  a  disturbance  of 
liver  function  characterised  by  intra- 
hepatic biliary  stasis  and  in  patients 
taking  very  large  doses  daily  a  Parkin- 
son-like syndrome  had  sometimes  been 
reported.  In  psychiatric  patients  the 
drug  should,  unless  there  was  any 
indication  to  the  contrary,  be  with- 
drawn only  gradually.

Surveying  Pharmacy 

"  Entrance  to  pharmacy  via  a  uni- 
versity degree  is  on  the  increase — a 
change  that  may  have  far-reaching 
effects"  said  Miss  M.  A.  Burr  (a 
member  of  Council  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society)  at  the  opening  of  the 
new  session  of  Hertford  Branch  of  the 
Society  on  October  18.  Miss  Burr  was 
giving  "A  Survey  of  Pharmacy 
Today."  She  referred  to  the  past 
twenty-five  years  as  a  most  important 
period  in  the  history  of  pharmaceuti- 
cal progress.  In  it  had  occurred  more 
major  events  affecting  pharmacy  than 
at  any  other  time  since  1841.  Since 
the  1939^15  war  the  most  noteworthy 
changes  had  been  the  introduction  of 
the  National  Health  Service  and  the 
alterations  in  the  Society's  educational 
policy.

Doctor's  Impressions  of  Canada 

Hospital  building  in  Canada  is  greater 
than  in  Britain.  For  example,  one 
new  hospital  there  cost  more  than  the 
total  expenditure  on  hospital  exten- 
sions during  a  year  in  this  country,  and 
another  hospital,  built  in  1914,  is 
being  completely  re-built.  Those  facts 
were  presented  to  Leicester  Branch  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  recently  by 
Dr.  C.  O'Donovan,  who  was  speaking 
on  his  experiences  on  a  recent  trip  to 
Canada  and  the  United  States  as  a 
delegate  to  the  Convention  of  the 
Canadian  Medical  Association.  The 
meeting  was  held  at  Hinckley  in 
accordance  with  the  Branch's  policy 
of  holding  at  least  one  meeting 
annually  at  a  centre  other  than 
Leicester.  It  was  attended  by  some 
members  of  the  medical  and  nursing 
professions.  Dr.  O'Donovan  illustra- 
ted his  talk  with  one  of  his  colour  films 
and  gave  his  general  impressions  of 
the  countries  with  specific  reference  to 
the  health  services.

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CENTENARY  OF  WITHINGTON  HOSPITAL 

Pharmacy  department  stages  demonstration  at  exhibition  in  celebration 

FOUNDED  as  the  Chorlton  Union  r 
workhouse,  but  transformed  to  its  pre- 
sent  status  in  1915,  the  Withington 
Hospital,  Manchester,  celebrated  its 
centenary  recently.  As  part  of  the  cele- 
bration an  exhibition  was  staged  at 
the  Hospital  recently  illustrating  the 
work  of  the  various  departments.  In 
some  of  the  exhibits  the  methods  of 
surgery,  etc.,  in  use  100  years  ago, 
were  contrasted  with  those  of  today. 
The  pharmacy  department,  which  is 
under  Mr.  George  Raine,  B.Sc, 
F.P.S.,  staged  the  exhibit  illustrated  at 
the  head  of  this  page.  A  feature  of  the 
display  was  a  periodical  demonstration 
of  the  filling  of  ampoules.  Aspects 
of  the  department  itself  are  also 
shown  on  this  page. 

The  hospital  is  one  of  the  largest 
general  hospitals  in  the  country,  and 


the  main  one  in  the  South  Manchester 
Group.  It  has  1,100  beds  and  full  faci- 
lities for  diagnosis,  treatment  and 
nursing.  A  training  school  for  nurses  is 
attached  to  the  hospital.  The  operating 
theatres,  built  in  1935,  are  among  the 
finest  in  the  country.

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PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF 
NORTHERN  IRELAND 

Mr.  S.  E.  Campbell  elected  president 


Mr.  S.  E.  Campbell,  Londonderry,  was  elected  President 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Council  held  in  Belfast  on  October  21. 

The  Council  agreed  to  restore  the  name  of  Mrs.  Dorothy 
Margaret  Bullock,  Nairobi,  to  the  Northern  Ireland  regis- 
ter. Donations  to  the  Society  from  the  Ulster  Tuberculosis 
Association  and  the  Northern  Ireland  Faculty  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Practitioners  were  tabled.  On  the  motion  of  Mr. 
W.  H.  Boyd,  seconded  by  Mr.  H.  F.  Moore,  it  was  agreed 
to  transfer  them  to  the  Benevolent  Fund. 

Mr.  W.  Gorman  (secretary)  mentioned  that  certain  mem- 
bers had  stated  that  they  had  not  received  their  retention- 
fee  notices  and  that  he  had  written  to  the  postmaster  con- 
troller on  the  matter.  The  General  Post  Office  had  replied 
that  they  were  unable  to  explain  the  non-delivery  of  letters 
and  regretted  that  their  inquiries  had  been  inconclusive. 

On  the  proposal  of  Mr.  Boyd,  seconded  by  Mr.  F.  R. 
Moore,  Mr.  H.  W.  Gamble,  O.B.E.,  was  elected  the 
Society's  representative  to  the  National  Formulary  Com- 
mittee. 

Certificates  of  apprenticeship  were  granted  to  the  fol- 
lowing: Patricia  Beattie,  Portadown;  Sarah  Mary  Casey, 
Belfast;  Gerald  Brendan  Coyle,  Belleek;  David  Daly,  Bel- 
fast; Attracta  Henrietta  Donnelly,  Lurgan;  Edward  Boyd 
Falls,  Belfast;  Rosemary  Green,  Ballygowan;  Francis 
Hinds,  Newtownards;  Leo  Michael  Morgan,  Coalisland; 
Brendan  Desmond  Murphy,  Belfast;  James  Patrick 
McNally,  Portadown;  Anna  Marie  McShane,  Portadown; 
Marie  Deirdre  Nugent,  Enniskillen;  Ernest  Irwin  Nelson 
Poots,  Larne;  Samuel  Slaine,  Cookstown;  George  Albert 
Palmer,  Moneymore;  William  John  Temple,  Londonderry; 
and  Mary  Patricia  Primrose  Wallace,  Goraghwood. 

The  Council  approved  a  proposal  of  the  Education  Com- 
mittee that  the  question  of  dates  for  the  December  exami- 
nations should  be  left  in  Mr.  Gorman's  hands.  It  had  origi- 
nally been  decided  to  hold  the  examinations  in  the  week 
beginning  December  12,  but  difficulties  had  arisen  and  it 
would  be  necessary  to  ask  the  examiners  about  the  suitabi- 
lity of  the  provisional  arrangements. 

The  Council  approved  the  recommendation  of  its 
Finance  Committee  that  the  Society's  stockbrokers  should 
be  asked  for  advice  on  the  existing  investments  and  whether 
some  of  the  stocks  should  be  sold  and  others  purchased  to 
give  a  better  return.  Mr.  F.  Storey,  C.B.E.,  had  made  the 
suggestion  at  the  Society's  annual  meeting. 

The  Presidency 

Retiring  from  the  presidency,  Mr.  W.  P.  Ewart  thanked 
the  members  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year  and 
especially  the  vice-president  (Mr.  H.  P.  Crossin)  who,  he 
said,  had  carried  out  both  offices  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year.  Proposing  Mr.  Crossin  for  the  presidency,  Mr.  Ewart 
said  that  in  him  they  had  a  man  who  had  worked  all  his 
life  for  pharmacy  and  had  been  a  great  asset  to  the  Coun- 
cil. Seconding  the  proposal,  Mr.  H.  F.  Moore  said  that 
Mr.  Crossin,  during  his  presidency  of  the  Ulster  Chemists' 
Association,  had  accomplished  much  for  the  profession. 

In  reply,  Mr.  Crossin  said  that  before  the  resolution 
was  put  to  the  meeting  he  would  like  to  thank  the  speakers 
for  their  remarks  but  it  was  with  regret  that  he  asked  them 
to  withdraw  the  motion.  Since  his  illness  a  few  years  ago 
he  had  not  enjoyed  the  best  of  health  and  had  been  advised 
recently  to  cut  down  his  commitments.  Mr.  Gamble  said 
that  it  was  with  great  regret  that  they  had  to  withdraw  the 
nomination.  They  all  admired  Mr.  Crossin  and  looked  on 
him  as  a  man  with  the  highest  principles. 

Mr.  Campbell  was  then  elected  on  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Ewart,  seconded  by  Mr.  Moore.  Thanking  the  members 


for  the  honour  conferred  on  him,  Mr.  Campbell  said  that 
it  was  unfortunate  that  Mr.  Crossin  had  not  been  able  to 
accept  the  office.  It  was  their  sincere  wish  that  his  health 
would  improve. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Mr.  Boyd, 
Mr.  C.  A.  Quinn  was  elected  Vice-President  and  Mr.  James 
Irwin  was  re-elected  Treasurer. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  for  the  June  ex- 
aminations was  tabled.  In  the  Final  (Pharmaceutics)  ex- 
amination it  was  stated  that  four  excellent  theoretical 
papers  had  been  presented  and  that  in  the  practical  exami- 
nation the  standard  of  work  was  varied  and  some  of  it  was 
of  a  very  low  standard.  Common  mistakes  were  the  failure 
to  label  injections  in  accordance  with  official  directions  and 
a  lack  of  accuracy  in  weighing,  measuring  and  calculations. 
The  standard  shown  in  forensic  pharmacy  was  disappoint- 
ingly low  and  only  50  per  cent,  of  the  candidates  obtained 
pass  marks.  Important  details  were  commonly  omitted  and 
gave  the  impression  that  the  subject  had  been  insufficiently 
studied.  In  theoretical  pharmacognosy  too  many  candidates 
failed  to  gain  sufficient  marks  to  pass.  The  main  fault 
shown  by  most  candidates  was  the  insufficient  care  taken 
in  making  the  drawings  which  were  often  inadequately 
labelled  and  did  not  show  clearly  the  diagnostic  features. 
On  the  whole  the  practical  examination  was  not  so  well 
attempted  as  the  written  paper.  Some  candidates  used  valu- 
able time  in  describing  and  making  drawings  of  drugs 
which  they  were  asked  only  to  identify  and  state  the  bio- 
logical and  geographical  sources  of.  Results  in  pharmaceu- 
tical chemistry  showed  a  reasonably  high  standard  had 
been  attained  by  many  candidates.  Where  failure  occurred 
it  was  quite  frequently  of  a  serious  nature  suggesting  that 
too  great  reliance  had  been  put  on  a  memory  which  had 
failed  or  perhaps  an  entry  was  risked  without  any  serious 
preparation  having  been  done.  Chemical  formulas  and 
equations  appeared  to  be  evaded  by  candidates  of  low 
calibre  and  long  wordy  explanations  only  served  to  con- 
firm that  guessing  was  considered  worth  a  trial.  In  preli- 
minary physics  the  examiners  reported  that  the  standard 
at  the  examination  showed  a  definite  improvement.  Out  of 
sixty-seven  candidates  just  over  61  per  cent,  passed.  The 
most  outstanding  feature  was  the  large  number  of  candi- 
dates who  failed  completely  in  their  attempts  to  describe 
a  clinical  thermometer.  Of  preliminary  zoology  the  exami- 
ners said  that  standards  in  the  theory  paper  were  satisfac- 
tory. The  spelling  was  again  atrocious — about  90  per  cent, 
spelt  "  tracheae,"  "  olfactory  "  and  "  oculomotor  "  wrongly, 
not  to  mention  many  variations  on  more  frequently  en- 
countered words.  In  botany,  of  the  seventy-six  candidates 
who  sat  for  the  examination  fifty-four  passed,  showing  a 
considerable  improvement  from  that  of  previous  examina- 
tions. The  theoretical  papers  were  well  set  out  and  the 
answering  was  satisfactory  despite  the  continuing  tendency 
to  irrelevancy.  The  standard  in  practical  was  similar  to 
that  of  the  previous  examinations.

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FIGURES  IN  THE  PHARMACEUTICAL  WORLD 


On  October  31  there  retired  one  of  the 
joint  managing  directors  of  The  Well- 
come Foundation,  Ltd.  (Burroughs 
Wellcome  &  Co.),  one  of  the  leading 
pharmaceutical  manufacturing  houses 
of  the  world.  Mr.  C.  Gordon  Oakes 
can  most  aptly  be  described,  by  a 
slight  twist  of  the  title  of  this  series, 
as  a  pharmaceutical  world  figure,  for 
he  has  travelled  widely  and  may  be 
said  to  have  carved  four  separate 
careers  for  himself  in  London,  Shang- 
hai, Sydney  and  again  in  London. 

Though  he  was  born  in  Bradford, 
Mr.  Oakes  is  not  strictly  a  Yorkshire- 
man,  his  parents  having  come  from 
London  and  Birmingham  respectively. 
Since  neither  of  them  was  a  pharma- 
cist it  is  the  more  remarkable  that  not 
one  but  both  sons  chose  pharmacy  as 
a  career  and  that  both  of  them  should 
have  achieved  success  on  the  whole- 
sale side,  for  his  brother  was  for  many 
years  managing  director  of  Richard 
Daniel,  Ltd.,  Dei"by.  and  later  served 
with  Glaxo  Laboratories,  Ltd. 

Charles  Gordon  Oakes  served  his 
apprenticeship  at  Rogerson's  phar- 
macy in  Bradford  for  four  years  from 
1905,  but  did  not  qualify  until  a  year 
after  the  first  World  War  had  broken 
out.  In  the  meantime  he  held  a  variety 
of  retail  posts  in  places  as  widely  dif- 
ferent both  geographically  and  in 
class  of  trade,  at  Stamford  in  Lin- 
colnshire, Crowborough  in  Sussex  and 
Barnoldswick  in  that  part  of  Yorkshire 
which  seems  to  have  been  captured 
from  Lancashire.  His  Barnoldswick 
post  gave  him  experience  for  a  year 
or  two  at  the  commencement  of 
National  Health  Insurance.  When  he 
qualified  in  1915  he  did  not  return  to 
Barnoldswick  but  joined  the  Army, 
going  to  France  with  the  Artists' 
Rifles.  He  was  wounded  at  Paschen- 
daele  and  sent  home  to  serve  out  his 
time  on  the  staff  of  an  Army  Cadet 
School. 

It  was  on  coming  out  of  the  Army 
that  he  joined  Burroughs  Wellcome  & 
Co.— as  medical  representative.  That 
was  in  1920.  Opportunity  for  advance- 
ment came  quickly.  Someone  was 
wanted  to  take  charge  of  the  com- 
pany's Shanghai  house.  Mr.  Oakes 
had  the  necessary  experience,  initia- 
tive and  drive,  and  was  given  the  post. 
He  took  a  leading  part  in  the  business 
activities  of  the  Chinese  commercial 
capital,  and  was  in  fact  chairman  of 
the  committee  of  the  British  Chamber 
of  Commerce  that  was  responsible  for 
the  adoption  of  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia as  the  pharmaceutical  stan- 
dards book  in  Shanghai. 

His  success  in  the  company's  cause 
marked  him  out,  after  four  years  in 
Shanghai  and  a  year  in  Australia,  for 
new  responsibilities.  He  was  sent  on 
an  eight-months'  survey  tour  of  the 
United  States  and  Canada,  and  on  his 
return  was  appointed  secretary  to  the 
company's  general  manager,  the  late 
Mr.  George  E.  Pearson,  acting  as  his 
intermediary  with  senior  staff,  an 
obviously  strategic  position.  Mr.  Pear- 
son retired  in  1940.  During  the  ear- 
lier years  of  the  1939^45  war,  Mr. 
Oakes  was  the  liaison  between  his 
company  and  the  Ministry  of  Supply 
and  Ministry  of  Health  in  connection 


with  the  pharmaceutical  needs  of  both 
the  Armed  Forces  and  the  civil  com- 
munity. He  became  the  company's 
director  of  distribution  and,  in  1944, 
again  went  overseas  to  become  manag- 
ing director  of  the  Australian  asso- 
ciate company.  Four  years  later  a  new 
turn  of  the  wheel  of  fortune  caused 
him  to  be  recalled  to  London,  this 
time  as  joint  managing  director  of  The 
Wellcome  Foundation,  Ltd. 

Mr.  Oakes  was  also  actively  asso- 
ciated in  bringing  together  the  firms 
who  group  themselves  as  the  British 
Insulin  Manufacturers,  and  for  a  time 
he  served  as  chairman  of  group  8  of 
the  Wholesale  Drug  Trade  Association 
(now  the  Association  of  British  Phar- 


maceutical Industry).  He  has  been  on 
the  board  of  most  of  the  subsidiaries 
of  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.,  and  be- 
fore he  goes  fully  into  retirement  he 
is  making  another  world  tour,  in  the 
course  of  which  he  will  visit  the  prin- 
cipal associated  houses  of  the  com- 
pany. 

Mr.  Oakes,  as  a  colleague  has  put  it, 
has  "  an  uncanny  memory  for  faces, 
places  and  conversations "  as  well  as 
an  intense  interest  in  what  is  going  on. 
There  are  few  in  the  company  and  in- 
deed the  trade  who  have  riot  come  to 
know  him  well,  and  there  will  be  many 
regrets  at  the  retirement  of  this  "  alert, 
vigorous  and  kindly-dispositioned 
man."

The  reasons  for  an  Autumn  Budget  must  have  been 
abundantly  clear  to  all  taxpayers  by  the  time  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  finished  his  broadcast 
address  on  Budget  night  if  they  were  not  so  before. 
Perhaps  it  was  the  hostile  reception  given  in  the  House 
and  in  the  Press  to  his  proposals,  particularly  the  one 
which  imposed  a  20  per  cent,  increase  in  the  purchase 
tax  rates  (as  well  as  bringing  into  the  net  many  goods 
hitherto  free  of  tax),  that  prompted  the  Economic 
Secretary  to  the  Treasury  (Sir  Edward  Boyle)  two  days 
later  to  outline  the  path  that  the  Chancellor  was  taking. 
The  prime  object  of  the  policy,  he  said,  was  to 
strengthen  sterling  in  the  exchange  markets  of  the 
world,  and  the  Government  intended  to  work  all  the 
time  for  a  large  surplus  on  the  United  Kingdom  balance 
of  payments,  required  (a)  to  repay  debt ;  (b)  for  Com- 
monwealth development ;  and  (c)  for  U.K.  investment 
overseas.  Sir  Edward  made  a  special  point  of  the 
Government's  faith  that  the  general  increase  in  pur- 
chase tax  would  help  the  export  trade.  "  It  is  not  always 
easy  to  establish  a  precise  connection  which  is  plain  for 
everybody  to  see,  but  there  is  an  overwhelmingly  wide 
body  of  opinion  that  some  increase  in  purchase  tax 
over  the  whole  field  will  help  exports,"  he  said.  Pre- 
cisely how  that  Gilbertian  formula  would  work  was  not 
elaborated  by  Sir  Edward.  It  is  not  difficult  to  under- 
stand why. 

The  vital  need  today  in  the  export  drive  is  to  be 
competitive  in  price.  It  appears  to  us  that  any  increase 
in  taxation,  whether  direct  or  indirect,  must  be  followed 
by  demands  for  increased  wages,  which  in  turn  must 
put  up  the  cost  of  exportable  goods.  Furthermore, 
depressing  the  home  market  and  reducing  output  must 
cause  costs  to  rise,  so  the  higher  tax  becomes  a  two- 
edged  weapon. 

Dealing  in  goods  which  are  subject  to  the  three  tax 
rates,  the  retail  chemist  is  particularly  inconvenienced 
by  the  changes.  Admittedly  the  present  imposition  may 
be  less  unpalatable  than  its  predecessor  of  a  few  years 
ago.  But  from  reports  we  have  received  the  public 
have  been  rushing  to  buy  up,  for  months  ahead,  their 
requirements  of  toilet  soap,  tooth-paste,  etc.,  at  the  old 
prices. 

As  is  pointed  out  by  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade 
Association  (see  p.  530)  the  price  changes  are  particu- 
larly ill-timed  at  this  juncture.  Some  retailers  have  their 
Christmas  gift  goods  in  stock.  Others  have  not.  Some 
will  therefore  be  selling  at  the  old  prices  and  some  at 
the  new,  and  it  will  be  difficult  and  unconvincing  to 


explain  to  customers  that  the  differences  are  correct. 

Lord  Conesford  summed  up  the  views  of  the  whole 
business  community  when  he  said  in  the  House  of 
Lords  on  November  1  that  purchase  tax  was  a  bad 
tax — "  and  you  don't  make  a  bad  tax  better  by  making 
it  bigger." 

New  Selling  Prices 

The  service  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  provides  each 
week  in  giving  the  ups  and  downs  of  retail  prices  is  one 
that  is  extremely  hard  to  keep  to  when  the  Chancellor 
changes  the  rates  of  purchase  tax,  as  he  did  last  week. 

With  the  enormous  number  of  prices  to  be  sought 
and  received  from  manufacturers,  sorted  out  and  sim- 
plified for  publication  in  a  few  days,  and  only  a  rela- 
tively small  number  of  people  to  deal  with  them,  it 
would  not  be  surprising  were  the  task  to  prove  too 
much,  so  that  it  was  either  shelved  or  spread  out  over 
a  period.  The  supplement  that  comes  inserted  as  a  loose 
booklet  in  home  copies  of  this  week's  issue  is  a  proof 
that  the  task  has  been  tackled  with  some  success.  It  in- 
cludes changes  notified  up  to  first  post  on  Wednes- 
day. The  preparation  of  the  list  involved  intensive  and 
concentrated  work  by  the  editorial  staff  of  the  paper, 
but  the  task  was  tackled  by  all  with  keenness  and  en- 
thusiasm. It  is  obvious  that,  although  theoretically  the 
increase  is  an  all-round  increase  of  one-fifth  in  the  tax 
on  all  taxed  goods,  in  practice  that  results  in  a  multi- 
plicity of  differences  in  retail  prices.  Moreover,  some 
manufacturers  have  absorbed  the  tax  and  increased  re- 
tailers' margins.  They  may  rightly  come  in  for  some 
commendation  for  counteracting  the  inflationary  ten- 
dency which  it  is  almost  universally  expected  the  tax 
and  price  rises  will  create.  Obviously,  however,  special 
circumstances  must  operate  to  enable  them  to  adopt 
such  a  course.  For  the  majority  of  manufacturers  the 
selling  price  must  be  adjusted  by  the  amount  of  the  tax. 

Cosmetics  for  Men 

British  manufacturers  of  cosmetics,  always  on  the 
look-out  for  "  untapped  "  markets,  are  expected  to  pay 
increasing  attention  to  men,  especially  by  endeavouring 
to  popularise  after-shave  lotions  and  talcs.  The  quantity 
of  such  goods  sold  in  this  country,  although  showing  a 
steady  increase,  is  insignificant  compared  with  standard 
shaving  preparations  or  hair  creams.  A  correspondent 
of  the  Financial  Times  says  that  the  present  increase  is 
not  to  any  large  extent  due  to  advertising.  One  reason 
suggested  for  the  smallness  of  advertising  outlays  on 
men's  toilet  preparations  is  that,  while  women  are  easily 
reached  by  advertising,  men  are  more  amenable  to 
general  social  influences  and  the  spread  of  fresh  notions 
with  regard  to  the  "  done  thing." 

Perhaps  a  more  realistic  answer  is  that  a  large  part  of 
the  sales  are  as  components  of  Christmas  coffrets  which 
have  in  recent  years  become  popular  as  presents.  Re- 
cipients, once  having  tried  the  contents,  return  for  more. 

The  advent  of  the  electric  shaver  may  also  be  playing 
its  part,  for  one  can  also  use  the  "  after-shave  "  as  a 
"  pre-shave."  However,  the  popularity  of  the  electric 
shaver  in  Great  Britain  falls  far  short  of  its  acceptance 
in  America  or  in  some  Continental  countries,  and  the 
manufacturers  are  spending  considerable  sums  of  money 
on  advertising  at  the  present  time  to  change  that 
situation.  Those  manufacturers  evidently  believe  men  to 
be  as  susceptible  as  women  to  advertisements. 
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CLOSING  OF  SCOTLAND'S 
OLDEST  PHARMACY 

For  centuries  the  life  of  Edinburgh  flowed  along  the  Royal  Mile,  of  which  the 
Lawnmarket  forms  a  part.    Today  the  ancient  thoroughfare  comes  to  life  only 
during  the  tourist  season,  and  the  pharmacy  can  no  longer  exist. 


THE  pharmacy  at  463  Lawnmarket  claims  to  have 
been  established  in  the  year  1700,  and  there  appear 
to  be  good  grounds  for  accepting  that  date.  Even 
earlier  there  was  in  the  Lawnmarket  a  druggist  called 
James  Hair,  whose  widow,  Mary  Erskine,  left  money  to 
found  the  school  of  that  name  which  continues  to  this  day 
in  Queen  Street.  In  1699  Thomas  Fisher  erected  a  "  land  " 
or  tenement  in  the  Lawnmarket  and  it  would  seem,  from 
an  old  newspaper  advertisement  of  1705,  and  from  an  in- 
scription on  an  early  prescription,  that  the  first  druggist 
occupant  of  part  of  the  building  was  one  Mowbray.  In 
1680  a  James  Mowtray  or  Multray  (variants  of  the  name 
Mowbray),  Druggist,  was  admitted  a  Burgess  and  Guild- 
brother.  Between  1733  and  1739,  most  of  the  prescriptions 
are  directed  to  "  Mr.  Drummond,"  about  whom  the  avail- 
able information  is  equivocal.  A  John  Drummond,  son  to 
Thomas  Drummond  in  Ochterarder,  was  "  prenteis "  to 
David  Scot,  Apothecar,  27  Oct.  1675,  but  his  date  seems 
too  early.  George  Drummond,  merchant,  was  enrolled  as 
a  Burgess  and  Guildbrother  "  be  right  of  his  wife  Anna, 
daughter  to  David  Scot,  Apothecar,  14  Jan.  1680."  A  more 
likely  choice  is  Thomas  Drummond,  son  to  Adam  Drum- 
mond of  Meginch,  prenteis  to  Thomas  Edgar,  Surgeon- 
Apothecary,  July  23,  1701.  Or  perhaps  Adam  Drummond, 
chirurgeon-apothecary,  Burgess  and  Guildbrother,  as  pren- 
teis to  Robert  Swintoun,  chir.  apoth,  Dec.  24,  1707. 

The  Drummond  prescriptions  lay  concealed  for  over  200 
years  and  are  a  potted  history  in  themselves.  Drummond's 
connection  may  have  gone  on  until  the  1760's.  By  1773 
there  were  three  druggists  in  the  Lawnmarket:  William 
Veevers,  Mrs.  Duncan  and  Mrs.  McDonald,  the  last-named 
in  business  at  the  present  site  at  the  head  of  Lady  Stair's 
Close.  Mrs.  McDonald  employed  William  Wilson  ("  Mortar 
Willie "  of  Kay's  Edinburgh  Portraits).  Dr.  Robert  Burt, 


Mrs.  McDonald's  successor,  continued  to  employ  Wilson 
until  he  was  over  100  years  old,  despite  the  old  man  s 
protest  that  he  "  hadn't  got  very  much  work  out  of  him 
today,  Doctor."  By  1794  Dr.  Burt  is  described  as  "Apothe- 
cary, Paterson's  Court,"  evidencing  a  change  of  address  to 
a  few  doors  down  from  Mrs.  McDonald's  place  of  busi- 
ness. Directories  of  the  period  state  variously  "  Paterson's 
Court,"  No.  443.  or  merely  "  Lawnmarket,  north  side." 
Burt,  who  is  sometimes  called  apothecary  and  sometimes 
druggist,  later  left  the  Lawnmarket  and  set  up  a  laboratory 
in  a  newer  part  of  the  town. 

Next  on  the  stage  came  McDougal  Forrest,  Surgeon  and 
Druggist,  who  succeeded  to  the  business  in  1826.  Forrest 
had  earlier  practised  from  a  laboratory  in  the  Cowgate. 
Beyond  a  distinguished  name  he  leaves  no  memory.  His 
tenure  lasted  six  years,  and  it  would  be  he  who  saw  the 
dispatch  of  Burke,  purveyor  to  Dr.  Knox,  the  anatomist. 
Forrest  was  followed  by  Thomas  Cochrane,  M.D.,  who 
first  appeared  in  1832  as  a  surgeon  and  druggist,  and  re- 
mained on  the  stage  until  1880.  By  1833  he  would  seem 
to  have  acquired  a  reliable  assistant,  as  he  is  described  as 
"  surgeon  and  accoucheur,"  the  latter  function  of  necessity 
involving  absence  from  the  shop  for  varying  periods.  By 
1840  Cochrane  appears  to  have  found  the  pharmacy  suffi- 
cient for  his  energies,  as  for  the  next  forty  years  he  is  des- 
cribed as  druggist. 

Alexander  Mackenzie  in  1880  was  druggist  only,  and  the 
medical  connection  ceased.  During  Mackenzie's  tenure  the 
business  removed  to  its  final  site,  and  Mackenzie  remained 
until  1911.  His  successor,  Scott,  had  a  brief  ownership, 
terminated  by  the  1914  war,  and  the  business  passed  to 
John  Lochran,  who,  some  years  later,  graduated  M.A. 
(Hons.)  at  Edinburgh  University  at  the  age  of  forty-six, 
and  entered  the  Church,  retiring  from  a  successful  ministry 
in  Glasgow  in  1953.  In  1938  the  busi- 
ness came  into  the  possession  of  Mr. 
C.  G.  Drummond,  proprietor  of  the 
pharmacy  of  H.  B.  Wyllie,  Grass- 
market. 

A  large  iron  mortar  and  pestle,  and 
a  marble  mortar,  exactly  like  that  de- 
picted in  the  Kay  portrait  of  Mortar 
Willie,  are  almost  the  only  surviving 
historical  properties  of  the  business, 
which,  alas,  is  no  more.  A  sense  of 
history  is  a  fine  thing,  but  no  compen- 
sation for  too  few  customers.  The  stir 
and  bustle  in  the  ancient  thoroughfare 
have  recently  prevailed  for  only  a 
month  or  two  in  the  summer,  when 
the  tourist  passes  along  it  on  his  way 
to  visit  the  City's  historic  castle.  The 
teeming  population  of  the  neighbour- 
hood has  departed,  leaving  empty 
buildings  that  are  being  slowly  recon- 
structed for  a  library,  municipal 
offices,  and  cultural  societies.  So  de- 
parts also  the  oldest  pharmacy  in  Scot- 
land.

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SANTONIN 

A  review  of  world  production,  supply  and  prospects 


a  T  the  present  time  there  seems  to  be  adequate  supplies 
/\  of  santonin,  and  competition  in  the  export  market 
(the  home  market  is  relatively  unimportant)  is 
now  extremely  keen.  Today's  position  is  a  complete  re- 
versal of  that  which  obtained  for  ten  or  more  years  up 
to  the  end  of  the  Korean  war.  The  present  price  is  around 
£50  per  kilo  (for  quantity  lots)  against  £90  in  January  1953. 

Among  the  chief  factors  which  have  led  to  the  present 
position  are  the  following: — 

1.  Throughout  the  years  of  shortage,  manufacturers  had 
geared  themselves  to  higher  output  in  order  to  meet  the 
demand. 

2.  Countries  like  Pakistan,  whence  came  Artemisia  in 
the  past,  came  into  production  while  others  (for  example, 
Russia,  formerly  the  world's  largest  producer)  came  back 
again  after  an  enforced  interval  due  to  the  1939-45  war. 

3.  A  number  of  small  firms  in  the  East,  which  were 
totally  unconnected  with  the  regular  marketing  of  santonin, 
hoarded  stocks  during  the  Korean  war  in  the  hope  of 
making  big  profits.  When  the  war  ended,  so  did  much 
of  the  demand  for  the  drug,  and  a  large  quantity  of  material 
was  offered  on  the  world  markets. 

4.  Some  countries — Pakistan  in  particular — were  slow  to 
realise  the  changed  conditions,  and  continued  to  produce 
at  maximum  output,  expecting  to  be  able  to  sell  at  previ- 
ous inflated  prices.  "  Substitute  "  products,  to  which  refer- 
ence is  made  later,  could  not  have  played  any  part  in  the 
change,  since  the  newer  preparations  are  not  yet  established 
in  the  countries  where  demand  for  santonin  is  greatest. 

Production  in  Pakistan 

Before  the  partition  of  India,  Great  Britain  imported  the 
santonica  flower-heads  from  that  country,  and  extracted  the 
santonin.  After  partition,  however,  the  Government  of 
Pakistan,  in  whose  territory  much  of  the  high-yielding 
flower  was  grown,  insisted  that  the  manufacture  of  santonin 
should  be  carried  out  in  Pakistan.  That  policy  led  to  the 
formation  in  1951  of  the  Kurram  Chemical  Co.,  Ltd.1,  with 
British  and  Pakistani  capital.  The  British  capital  was  sup- 
plied equally  by  T.  &  H.  Smith,  Ltd.,  Edinburgh,  and  Car- 
negies  of  Welwyn,  Ltd.,  Welwyn  Garden  City;  a  plant 
already  established  at  Rawalpindi  was  taken  over.  Sub- 
sequently Messrs.  Carnegies  withdrew  from  the  venture, 
and  though  the  withdrawal  was  for  reasons  that  have  not 
been  stated  by  the  company,  it  was  most  likely  due  to  a 
dispute  with  the  Pakistan  authorities,  arising  out  of  over- 
production of  santonin  and  Artemisia  at  a  time  when  world 
prices  of  santonin  were  falling.  Messrs.  Carnegies  then  made 
other  arrangements  and  continue  the  manufacturing  of 
santonin  in  England. 

Today  the  Pakistan  Development  Corporation  (a  govern- 
ment-owned body)  is  the  major  shareholder  in  the  Kurram 
Company,  and  Messrs.  T.  &  H.  Smith,  who  remain  share- 
holders, are  the  sole  selling  agents  for  Kurram  santonin 
in  all  markets  outside  Pakistan2;  they  continue  to  provide 
technical  assistance  and  process  part  of  their  requirements 
in  Edinburgh. 

Other  Producing  Countries 

Other  producing  countries  are  Russia  and  Japan. 
Production  figures  for  these  or  any  other  countries  are  not 
recorded,  but  Russia  may  be  a  powerful  competitor  to 
Pakistan,  especially  as  East-West  trade  develops.  Japan 
started  to  manufacture  during  the  1939-45  war,  when  her 
supplies  from  other  countries  were  cut  off.  Her  production 
is  believed  to  be  adequate  to  meet  home  demand.  The 
Japanese  material  is  sold  at  a  much  higher  price  than  that 
of  other  countries  and  in  consequence  she  does  not  as  yet 


compete  in  world  markets.  There  are  also  extraction  plants 
in  India,  the  United  States,  Germany  and  Holland. 

Santonin  is  one  of  the  oldest  anthelmintic  drugs.  It  was 
used  by  the  ancient  Greeks  and  Romans.  Though  it  has 
been  administered  for  a  variety  of  helminthic  infections, 
its  main  use  has  been  against  roundworm  (ascariasis)  and 
threadworm  (oxyuriasis). 

Despite  the  statement  in  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Codex  that  santonin  is  "  efficacious  only  in  doses  which 
may  be  toxic,"  it  is  still  extensively  used.  It  is  maintained 
by  the  leading  producers  that  complaints  regarding  toxicity 
are  never  received  and  it  is  believed  that  the  side  effects 
usually  mentioned,  may  be  attributable  to  santonin  not  of 
the  highest  quality. 

Ascariasis  is  considerably  more  prevalent  among  child- 
ren than  among  adults,  and  some  authorities  estimate  that 
it  affects  one-third  of  the  world's  population.  Its  incidence 
is  greatest  in  moist  tropical  climates  in  underdeveloped 
areas,  where  over  50  per  cent,  of  the  populations  are 
affected.  After  treatment  the  "  patients "  often  become 
reinfected  because  of  their  insanitary  living  conditions. 

"  Competitive  "  Drugs 

Against  that  background  it  is  essential  that  remedies 
should  be  cheap  and  efficient,  and  that  they  should  have  a 
high  therapeutic  index.  The  extent  of  the  disease  has  re- 
sulted in  many  other  drugs  being  tried  as  anthelmintics. 
Among  them  are :  — 

Oil  of  Chenopodium  and  Ascaridole.  Both  products 
are  much  more  toxic  than  santonin,  and  patients  treated 
with  them  should  be  under  close  medical  supervision. 

Hexylresorcinol.  Hexylresorcinol  is  not  as  toxic  as 
santonin,  but  it  has  a  deleterious  effect  on  the  mucous  mem- 
brane. Surprisingly,  it  is  the  only  drug  recommended  for 
ascariasis  by  the  American  Public  Health  Association  in  a 
recent  report3. 

Carbon  Tetrachloride.  This  compound  is  used  in  the 
treatment  of  hookworm,  but  is  not  very  effective  against 
roundworm.  It  is  of  special  value  in  veterinary  medicine. 

Naphthalene.  Naphthalene,  a  vermifuge  for  both  tape- 
worms and  roundworms,  is  not  a  satisfactory  treatment, 
and  may  be  dangerous  in  young  children. 

Oil  of  Turpentine.  Turpentine  in  large  doses  acts  as  a 
purgative  and  an  anthelmintic.  It  was  formerly  often  given 
in  the  form  of  an  enema,  but  like  hexylresorcinol  it  im- 
pairs the  mucous  membrane. 

Phenothiazine.  The  chemical  compound  phenothiazine  is 
widely  used  in  veterinary  medicine,  but  is  much  too  toxic 
to  use  in  man. 

Diphenan.  At  the  moment  diphenan  is  under  a  cloud, 
following  the  work  of  White  and  Standen4,  who  showed 
that  it  has  no  oxyuricidal  properties,  and  that  any  cures 
previously  attributed  to  it  were  in  fact  the  result  of  con- 
current hygienic  precautions. 

Gentian  Violet.  Effective  in  the  treatment  of  thread- 
worms, gential  violet  occasionally  produces  side-effects,  and 
is  an  unpleasant  material  to  handle. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  anthelmintic  properties  of 
certain  piperazine  compounds  have  become  widely  pub- 
licised. Dosage  schemes  have  been  developed  that  claim  to 
eradicate  threadworms  within  seven  days  and  roundworms 
with  a  single  dose.  In  therapeutic  doses  piperazine 
preparations  are  stable,  palatable  and  not  at  all  toxic. 

It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  the  market  for  santonin 
might  contract,  and  could  eventually  disappear  if  the  syn- 
thetic compounds  of  piperazine  become  universally  used. 
Helminthiasis  is  a  disease  in  which  patients  are  often  un- 
able to  pay  for  medical  treatment,  and  a  cheap,  satisfactory 
anthelmintic  is  a  necessity.  At  present  the  piperazine  com-

pounds  are  not  as  economical  as  santonin  because,  though 
the  material  is  cheaper,  the  dose  is  greater.  However,  it  is 
reasonable  to  assume  that,  with  increasing  production, 
piperazine  prices  will  be  reduced.  Even  so,  any  replace- 
ment of  santonin  would  be  gradual,  since  in  the  countries 
concerned  it  is,  understandably  enough,  difficult  to  estab- 
lish new  drugs,  and  still  more  difficult  to  oust  old  and  well- 
tried  ones.

WHOLESALERS'  PROBLEMS 

Sir, — There  was  never  a  time,  surely,  when  good  rela- 
tions between  manufacturer,  wholesaler  and  retailer  were 
more  necessary  than  the  present  and — regretful  though  it 
is  to  have  to  say  it — there  has  probably  never  been  a  time 
when  so  little  willingness  to  understand  day-to-day  prob- 
lems has  been  manifested.  The  truth,  I  suppose,  is  that 
every  section  in  the  process  of  getting  goods  from  the 
manufacturer  to  the  consumer  is  so  beset  with  its  own  par- 
ticular problems  that  those  of  the  other  links  are  forgotten 
and  unconsidered.  The  biggest  single  headache  in  the 
wholesaler's  dealings  with  the  manufacturer  is  to  know  how 
long  execution  of  an  order  will  take.  You  go  along  nicely 
for  a  time  ordering  as  required  and  getting  your  goods  in, 
say,  two  weeks.  Then,  without  explanation,  the  period  sud- 
denly stretches  to  six  or  eight  weeks.  Many  manufacturers 
now  close  down  completely  for  staff  holidays.  No  doubt 
that  is  the  only  way  to  cope  with  the  problem,  but  of 
course  the  disruption  of  supplies  is  not  confined  to  the 
two  weeks'  holiday  period.  Moreover,  it  is  the  wholesaler 
who  gets  the  abuse  for  being  out  of  stock.  Generally  there 
is  a  request  to  stock  up  in  advance  against  that  period, 
which  sounds  easy  till  you  try  to  find  the  room  for  storage. 
The  problems  existing  between  the  wholesaler  and  retailer 
are  of  a  much  more  complex  nature.  The  retailer  rightly 
looks  upon  the  wholesaler  as  his  day-to-day  source  of 
supply,  but  that  should  not  imply  the  reduction  of  his 
stock  to  such  small  amounts  as  would  seem  to  be  custo- 
mary today.  The  cost  to  the  wholesaler  ot  assembling, 
checking,  packing,  delivering  and  invoicing  those  often- 
repeated  very  small  quantities  is  one  that  should  nui  be 
necessary,  and  which  seriously  interferes  with  the  giving 
of  a  good  all-round  service.  For  some  reason  difficult  to 
understand,  the  retailer  seems  to  refuse  to  believe  that  the 
wholesaler  has  any  difficulty  in  getting  supplies  as  and 
when  he  needs  them.  Common  comments  are:  "Why  don't 
you  change  your  stock-keeper?  ";  "  Are  you  too  tired  to 
order  goods?  ";  or  "  Why  don't  you  pay  your  accounts?  ". 
It  would  be  easy  to  reply  in  the  same  vein,  but  that  leads 
nowhere.  Wholesalers  are  fully  aware  of  their  shortcom- 
ings: in  the  present  economic  set-up  it  is  not  easy  to  over- 
come them.  It  might  be  a  good  idea  to  try  to  arrange 
meetings  between  manufacturers,  wholesalers  and  retailers 
up  and  down  the  country  when  problems  could  be  dis- 
cussed and  difficulties  eased  by  better  understanding. 

WHOLESALER 

PURCHASE  TAX  CHANGES 
Sir, — It  is  difficult  to  see  how  implementation  of  the 
fractional  price  changes  on  the  countless  proprietary 
articles,  hitherto  in  the  25  per  cent,  group,  necessitated  by 
the  one-fifth  increase,  or  the  similar  rate  of  increase  on 
toilet  and  cosmetic  goods,  is  likely  to  promote  the  stated 
objective  of  the  Chancellor's  policy.  What  it  has  already 
done  is  to  cause  extreme  irritation  and  annoyance  to  all 
sections  of  the  trade,  and  to  entail  a  great  deal  of  unneces- 
sary labour  and  expense.  The  affect,  in  these  particular 
fields  at  any  rate,  in  curbing  consumer  expenditure  is  likely 
to  be  negligible.  At  this  time  of  the  year,  when  manufac- 
turers and  distributors  are  preoccupied  with  preparations 
for  the  Christmas  trade,  when  stocks  of  taxable  goods  com- 
ing within  these  classes  are  heavy  in  some  shops  and  short 


in  others,  the  inevitable  variations  in  retail  prices  for  the 
same  product  are  likely  to  engender  resentment  and  sus- 
picion on  the  part  of  the  purchasing  public.  Far  from  curb- 
ing expenditure,  these  "niggling"  price  changes  will,  in 
one  direction  at  least,  necessitate  a  heavy  outlay  on  the 
part  of  manufacturers,  wholesalers  and  others  in  the  pre- 
paration and  distribution  of  new  price  lists  and  notifica- 
tions of  price  changes.  For  example,  the  P.A.T.A.  protected 
list  and  supplements,  in  which  tax-inclusive  prices  of  a 
host  of  proprietaries  are  quoted,  will  now  be  completely 
out  of  date  and,  for  the  purpose  of  accurate  reference,  use- 
less. I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  inform  retail 
chemists  that,  on  the  day  following  the  announcement  of 
the  changes,  manufacturer  members  of  the  Association 
were  asked  to  furnish,  as  quickly  as  possible,  particulars  of 
their  new  prices.  The  letter  also  said: — 

"...  I  am  requested  by  the  chairman  of  the  retail  section  of 
Council,  speaking  on  behalf  of  chemists  generally,  to  point 
out  that  past  experience  of  tax  adjustments  makes  it  necessary 
to  draw  attention  of  manufacturers,  in  cases  where  the  new 
tax  rate  involves  a  fraction  of  a  halfpenny,  to  the  desirability  of 
adjusting  the  retail  price  upwards  to  the  nearest  halfpenny. 
Adjustments  downwards,  causing  the  retailer  to  bear  even 
twopence  or  threepence  per  doz.  out  of  his  own  pocket,  can 
amount  to  substantial  proportions  over  a  period,  and  retailers, 
like  manufacturers,  are  finding  more  and  more  difficulty  these 
days  in  covering  increased  overheads  out  of  fixed  margins  of 
profit." 

The  question  of  the  issue  of  a  supplement  to  the  P.A.T.A. 
protected  list,  embodying  the  price  changes  consequent  on 
the  increase  in  tax  rates,  is  being  considered  by  the  execu- 
tive committee  at  its  forthcoming  meeting.

BRITISH  FINE  CHEMICALS  AND  THEIR  USES 

46.  BROMINE 

BROMINE  has  today  an  entirely  different  pattern  of  in- 
dustrial use  from  that  of  its  earlier  years.  Before 
motoring  and  motor  transport  became  so  popular,  the  uses 
of  bromine  were  relatively  few  and  small.  Since  then  the 
phenomenal  demands  for  high-grade  anti-knock  petrol  have 
revolutionised  its  demand.  About  90  per  cent,  of  the  total 
bromine  produced  today  is  claimed  to  be  converted  into 
ethylene  dibromide,  although  the  proportion  in  which  it  is 
present,  as  "  ethyl  "  compounds,  may  be  only  0  04  per 
cent,  of  the  petroleum.  The  remaining  10  per  cent,  of  bro- 
mine consumption  is  taken  up  in  a  wide  range  of  indus- 
tries. Apart  from  its  pharmaceutical  applications  in  the 
preparations  of  numerous  bromides,  it  is  used  as  a  general 
oxidising  agent  and  as  an  analytical  reagent.  It  is  engaged 
in  the  manufacture  of  coal-tar  colours,  dyes,  and  inter- 
mediates, though  only  to  a  limited  extent  in  actual  dyeing. 
In  its  use  in  that  industry  special  precautions  have  to  be 
taken  to  contend  with  the  vapour  evolved.  Generally  the 
corresponding  bromides  or  bromates  are  preferred. 

Bromine  has  been  made  up  with  diatomaceous  earth  as 
a  solid  disinfectant  for  use  in  rooms  and  buildings,  and 
has  proved  itself  effective  where  vermin  have  to  be  exter- 
minated. Bromine  has  likewise  been  used  to  kill  alga?  in 
water  purification.  It  was  a  constituent  of  the  German  poi- 
son gas  "  Brom,"  and  has  been  utilised  for  other  military- 
gas  production.  Other  uses  are  as  a  depolariser  in  galvanic 
batteries;  in  the  leather  and  tanning  trades;  in  the  manu- 
facture of  ink;  in  photography;  and  in  the  process  engrav- 
ing and  litho  trades.  It  has  been  utilised  as  a  means  of  ex- 
tracting gold  and  for  handling  gold-tellurium  ores  by  the 
bromo-cyanogen  process;  for  removing  silver  in  platinum 
refining;  and  for  other  rare-metal  treatments.  One  of  its 
latest  uses  is  in  the  production  of  aluminium  bromide, 
which  has  made  possible  the  electro-plating  of  aluminium, 
formerly  impracticable. 

Today,  bromine  is  mainly  recovered  from  sea  water  by 
treatment  with  chlorine  and  sulphuric  acid.  Normally  one 
ton  is  obtained  from  17,000  tons  of  sea  water.  Formerly  the 
Stassfurt  deposits  were  the  chief  source.  Electrolytic  me- 
thods are  also  used  for  its  extraction.  Impurities  commonly 
include  iodine,  chlorine,  sulphuric  acid  and  organic  bro- 
mine compounds,  such  as  bromides  of  carbon,  bromoform, 
etc.  Bromine  gives  off  poisonous  vapours  and  can  burn  the 
skin.  In  contact  with  sawdust  and  organic  matter  it  may 
cause  fires,  and  it  requires  to  be  stored  in  a  cool  place  in 
dark  amber-tinted  bottles  with  close-fitting  glass  stoppers.

APPLICATIONS  OF  PHOTOGRAPHY 

PHOTOGRAPHY  is  normally  used  to  augment  and 
extend  visual  observations.  Not  only  does  it  give  a 
permanent,  detailed  record  of  events  and  places  for 
examination  at  leisure,  but  it  can  record  scenes  which  are 
too  dim,  or  events  which  are  too  rapid  or  too  slow,  for 
the  eye  to  perceive.  It  responds  to  radiations  to  which  the 
eye  is  insensitive.  Cinematography  can  speed  up  events 
almost  indefinitely,  or  slow  them  down  as  much  as  600,000 
times.  Scientists  and  technologists  were  not  slow  in  utilis- 
ing such  a  valuable  tool,  and  there  are  few  activities  that 
do  not  make  use  of  photography  in  one  or  other  of  its 
aspects.  In  some  fields,  such  as  spectrography,  astronomy 
and  radiography,  photography  plays  an  integral  and  essen- 
tial part. 

Spectrography 

The  science  of  spectrography,  for  example,  depends  on 
the  fact  that,  when  substances  are  raised  to  such  a  tem- 
perature that  they  become  incandescent  gases,  the  light 
emitted  is  not  a  continuous  spectrum  but  consists  of  a 
number  of  individual  lines  or  bands,  whose  wavelengths 
are  characteristic  of  the  elements  present  in  the  substance 
examined.  From  a  photograph  of  the  line  spectrum  of  an 
unknown  substance  vaporised  in  a  carbon  arc  one  can 
deduce  what  metallic  (and  a  few  non-metallic)  elements  are 
present.  Moreover,  since  the  brightness  of  emission  of  any 
element  depends  upon  the  quantity  of  that  element  present, 
one  can,  by  measuring  with  a  microdensitometer  the  den- 
sities of  the  lines,  calculate  therefrom  the  proportion  of 
each  element  present. 

Photography  is  an  extremely  valuable  aid  to  spectro- 
graphy, as  vaporisation  of  a  minute  quantity  of  material 
for  some  seconds  gives  a  record  that  can  be  subjected  to 
prolonged  and  careful  measurement  in  a  manner  that 
would  be  quite  impracticable  if  applied  to  the  direct 
emission.  Moreover,  many  of  the  important  lines  are  in 
the  ultra-violet  to  which  the  eye  is  insensitive.  The  tech- 
nique of  quantitative  analysis  by  spectrography  is  known 
as  "  Spectrochemical  Analysis,"  and  in  some  fields  (for  ex- 
ample, the  analysis  of  alloys)  has  largely  superseded  the 
slower  and  more  cumbersome  chemical  techniques.  In  many 
cases  it  detects  elements  at  lower  concentrations  than  chem- 
ical methods. 

Astronomical  Photography 

In  astronomy,  direct  visual  observation  has  been  almost 
completely  replaced  by  photography,  and  for  two  reasons. 


One  is  that  a  photograph  is  a  permanent  record,  which  can 
be  measured  and  checked  at  any  time.  The  other  is  that 
everything  which  the  eye  can  see  in  any  given  telescope 
can  be  photographed  in  a  5-minute  exposure,  but  expo- 
sures can  be  carried  on  for  four  or  five  hours  on  a  good 
night.  Thus,  if  the  atmosphere  of  the  earth  were  not  lumi- 
nous, objects  perhaps  fifty  times  less  bright  than  can  be 
seen  by  eye  could  be  recorded  by  photography,  and  the 
telescopic  camera  would  extend  the  depth  of  penetration 
of  space  about  seven  times.  The  effectiveness  of  photo- 
graphy is  probably  not  quite  so  great  as  is  indicated  by 
those  figures,  but  it  is  difficult  to  give  really  accurate  esti- 
mates, since  most  photographs  are  made  with  blue-sensi- 
tive plates.  There  is  a  good  reason  for  using  them.  The 
obscuration  by  the  glow  of  the  sky  is  less  for  the  light  to 
which  such  plates  are  sensitive,  though  in  some  special 
cases  a  plate  with  a  restricted  range  of  sensitivity  in  the 
deep  red  can  penetrate  farther  through  the  cosmic  dust. 
Plates  with  different  colour  sensitivities  can  give  useful 
information,  and  infra-red  photography  has  revealed  stars 
otherwise  invisible. 

The  brighter  stars  appear  larger  in  photographs  than 
the  fainter,  because  of  the  sideways  scatter  of  light  in  the 
sensitive  layer.  This  phenomenon  is  made  use  of  in  esti- 
mating the  "  magnitudes  "  or  brightness  of  stars.  Our  in- 
formation about  the  character  of  stars  is  obtained  from 
photographs  of  their  spectra.  From  such  photographs  we 
can  determine  not  only  the  chemical  composition  of  the 
outer  layers  (much  as  in  terrestrial  spectrography)  but  also 
their  temperatures,  and  other  conditions  such  as  pressure, 
or  even,  in  some  cases,  whether  they  have  a  magnetic 
field  like  the  earth.  The  displacement  of  the  lines  in  the 
spectra  of  nebulae  from  the  wave-lengths  they  have  on  the 
earth  tells  us  that  the  distant  nebulae  are  moving  away 
from  us.  Photography,  both  direct  and  of  spectra,  has 
given  us  a  good  deal  of  information  about  the  surface 
conditions  and  chemical  composition  of  the  atmospheres 
of  planets. 

Radiography 

The  sensitivity  of  photographic  materials  to  x-rays  (to 
which  the  eye  is  insensitive)  makes  it  possible  to  produce 
shadow  photographs  of  objects  placed  in  a  beam  of  x-rays. 
X-rays  are  electromagnetic  vibrations  which  differ  from 
light  only  in  wave-length,  and  the  relatively  short  wave- 
length of  x-rays  allows  them  to  penetrate  many  materials 
which  are  opaque  to  light.  Just  as  visible  light  consists 
of  a  range  of  wave-lengths  which  manifest  themselves  as 
differences  in  colour,  so  the  wave-lengths  which  are  classed 
under  the  general  term  x-rays  are  characterised  by  in- 
creasing penetration  as  the  wave-lengths  decrease.  Resist- 
ance to  the  passage  of  x-rays  is  an  atomic  phenomenon 
and  increases  with  atomic  weight  and  with  the  number 
of  atoms  per  unit  volume.  A  gas  offers,  therefore,  less 
resistance  than  a  liquid  or  solid  of  the  same  average 
atomic  weight,  because  there  are  fewer  atoms  of  it  in  a 
unit  volume,  and  organic  substances  such  as  flesh  or  wood 
are  less  opaque  to  x-rays  than  bone  or  metal  because  the 
average  atomic  weight  is  less.  Aluminium  is  relatively 
transparent  to  x-rays,  compared  with  other  metals,  because 
of  its  low  atomic  weight,  while  the  most  opaque  substance 
easily  available  is  lead.  Hence  that  metal  is  used  for  pro- 
tection against  x-radiation. 

A  shadow  photograph  to  x-rays  (called  a  radiograph) 
may  reveal  the  internal  structure  of  a  material  of  hetero- 
geneous composition.  Radiographs  of  the  human  body 
show  the  bone  structure  and  may  reveal  fractured,  diseased 
or  malformed  bones.  They  may  also  show  abnormal  con- 
ditions in  non-bony  portions  of  the  body,  if  those  entail 
differences  in  opacity  to  x-rays;  in  that  way  tubercular 
disease  of  the  lungs  may  be  diagnosed.  Special  tech- 
niques are  used  to  investigate  organs  which  normally  are 
not  sharply  differentiated  on  radiographs;  for  example,  the 
alimentary  canal  may  be  sharply  defined  after  the  patient 
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has  eaten  a  meal  containing  barium  sulphate,  an  inert 
material  which,  because  of  the  high  atomic  weight  of 
barium,  is  very  opaque  to  x-rays.  Similarly,  blood  vessels 
may  be  outlined  by  injecting  into  them  an  organic  sub- 
stance containing  iodine,  which  absorbs  x-rays.  In  recent 
years  radiography  has  been  applied  to  a  considerable  ex- 
tent in  industry.  Not  only  may  radiography  of  a  manu- 
factured article  provide  a  non-destructive  method  of  test- 
ing, but  it  is  widely  used  for  testing  castings  for  defects 
such  as  porosity,  blow-holes,  cracks,  slag  inclusions,  etc., 
and  for  testing  for  faults  in  welds.  The  examination  of 
light  alloys  does  not  require  very  penetrating  x-rays,  but 
steel  castings  or  welds  do,  and  in  such  cases  x-rays  of 
short  wave-lengths,  produced  by  large  sets  of  high  kilo- 
voltage,  are  used,  and  up  to  twelve  inches  of  steel  can 
nowadays  be  examined.  Arrays  of  extremely  short  wave- 
lengths, known  as  gamma  rays,  are  emitted  by  radioactive 
substances,  and  the  recent  production  of  artificially  radio- 
active elements,  such  as  cobalt,  has  been  increasingly 
applied  to  industrial  radiography. 

X-ray  Crystal  Analysis 

A'-rays  have  the  property  of  being  transmitted  or  re- 
flected from  crystalline  substances  in  certain  well  defined 
directions  only,  the  angles  depending  on  the  wave-length 
of  x-rays,  the  spacing  and  arrangement  of  atoms  in  the 
crystal  structure,  and  the  orientation  of  the  crystal.  Thus 
if,  as  in  the  original  experiment  on  x-ray  crystal  diffrac- 
tion, one  allows  a  beam  of  "white"  x-rays  (i.e.,  with  a 
range  of  wave-lengths)  to  fall  on  a  crystal,  a  photographic 
plate  or  film  placed  some  distance  away  from  the  crystal 
reveals  a  pattern  of  spots  after  development.  For  each  of 
those  spots  the  orientation  of  the  crystal,  and  consequently 
the  orientation  of  its  internal  structure,  has  been  just  right 
for  some  particular  wave-length  of  x-rays  to  be  power- 
fully reflected  or  transmitted.  There  are  many  variations 
in  this  technique,  some  very  ingenious,  all  devised  towards 
determining  the  manner  in  which  atoms  are  arranged  in 
crystalline  materials. 

Photomicrography 

Photomicrography,  the  photography  of  the  image  pro- 
duced by  a  microscope,  is  of  immense  value  in  such 
sciences  as  medicine,  surgery,  botany,  zoology  and  metal- 
lurgy. Although  quite  elaborate  apparatus  is  marketed, 
good  photomicrographs  can  be  made  by  attaching  a  simple 
camera  to  a  microscope.  The  ability  to  record  fine  detail 
is  measured  as  the  number  of  lines  per  millimetre  that  can 
be  resolved  as  separate  entities,  and  is  called  the  "  resolv- 
ing power."  While  there  is  no  limit  to  the  degree  of  mag- 
nification of  the  image  in  photomicrography,  there  is  a 
limit  (depending  on  the  resolving  power  of  the  optical 
system)  to  the  amount  of  detail  which  can  be  resolved, 
and  further  magnification  beyond  that  limit  (i.e.,  magnifi- 
cation which  reveals  no  more  detail)  is  referred  to  as 
"  empty  "  magnification.  The  resolving  power  depends,  of 
course,  on  the  design  and  construction  of  the  lens  system, 
but  there  is  a  limit  to  the  resolving  power  of  an  optical 
microscope,  however  clever  one  is  at  optics,  depending  on 
the  wave-length  of  the  light  used.  One  could  not  expect 
to  resolve  lines  that  are  much  closer  together  than  a  wave- 
length of  light.  The  smaller  the  wave-length,  the  greater 
the  possible  resolving  power,  and  in  order  to  obtain  high 
resolution  ultra-violet  photomicrography  is  often  used. 

A  recent  important  advance  in  photomicrography  has 
been  the  use  of  a  beam  of  electrons  instead  of  light  or 
U.V.  radiations.  Electrons  affect  photographic  materials  in 
nearly  the  same  way  as  light.  Like  light,  a  stream  of  elec- 
trons behaves  in  some  respects  as  though  it  consists  of 
discrete  particles,  and  in  other  respects  as  if  it  were  travel- 
ling like  waves.  The  wave-length  of  an  electron  beam, 
however,  is  much  smaller  than  that  of  light  (1/200/u,  against 
550/i  for  green  light  if  the  electrons  have  been  accelerated 
by  a  50-kilovolt  electric  field),  and  hence  the  theoretical 


maximum  resolving  power  should  be  much  greater.  An 
electron  beam  cannot  be  refracted  by  a  lens,  but  it  can 
be  deflected  by  an  electric  charge  or  a  magnet.  By  passing 
a  beam  of  electrons  through  a  suitably  shaped  magnet  it 
may  be  brought  to  a  focus  and,  by  using  such  magnetic 
lenses  in  an  analogous  way  to  the  glass  lenses  in  an  optical 
microscope,  one  can  make  an  electron  microscope  capable 
of  extreme  resolution.  We  do  not  yet  know  how  to  make 
magnetic  lenses  with  apertures  anywhere  near  as  high  as 
glass  lenses,  so  that  we  have  not  yet  approached  the  theo- 
retical maximum  resolution  which  an  electron  microscope 
will  give,  but  whereas  an  optical  microscope  can  usefully 
magnify  some  2,000  diameters,  we  can  now  obtain  a  mag- 
nification of  up  to  100,000  on  an  electron  microscope.  It 
is  even  possible  to  resolve  individual  molecules  when  those 
are  large. 

High-speed  Photography 

Light  sources  such  as  the  electric  spark  and  the  gas  dis- 
charge lamp  may  have  a  duration  of  as  little  as  a  millionth 
of  a  second,  and  by  their  use  one  can  "  freeze  "  the  most 
rapid  motion.  High-speed  photographs  have  been  used  to 
study  the  propagation  of  flame,  the  discharge  and  beha- 
viour of  projectiles,  aeronautics,  the  flight  of  insects  and 
birds,  the  motions  of  athletes  and  sportsmen,  and  many 
similar  problems.  Great  ingenuity  has  been  expended  on 
devising  high-speed  kine  cameras,  and  it  is  possible  to 
expose  at  ten  million  frames  per  second,  each  frame  being 
exposed  for  a  hundred-millionth  of  a  second.  At  that  rate 
the  action  studied  is  slowed  down  600,000  times.  That 
degree  of  time  magnification  is  far  greater  than  is  neces- 
sary or  desirable  for  the  study  of  most  problems  of  high- 
speed action,  and  a  commercial  high-speed  cine  camera 
taking  16-mm.  film  at  3,000  frames  per  second,  giving  a 
time  magnification  of  200,  is  generally  adequate.  Such  a 
camera  has  been  increasingly  applied  to  the  investigation 
of  high-speed  machinery,  armament,  clockwork  mechanism, 
electrical  gear  and  so  forth.  The  value  of  such  methods 
lies  in  the  fact  that,  apart  from  stroboscopy  (which  can 
only  be  applied  to  repetitive  motion)  cinematography  is 
the  only  means  available  of  magnifying  time  and  examin- 
ing at  leisure  action  that  would  otherwise  be  too  rapid  to 
be  perceived.  By  low-speed  cinematography — known  as 
"  time-lapse  "  photography — actions  that  are  too  slow  to 
be  properly  observed  and  co-ordinated  may  be  speeded  up. 
The  technique  is  to  expose  frames  at  equal  but  prolonged 
intervals,  such  as  one  per  second  or  minute  or  hour  or 
day,  and  project  at  normal  speed  of  sixteen  or  twenty-four 
frames  per  second.  The  time  reduction  is  virtually  un- 
limited, and  the  method  has  been  applied  to  the  study  of 
plant  growth,  cloud  formation,  erosion  problems,  etc. 

Application  to  Industry 

The  examples  given  illustrate  the  value  of  photography 
as  a  scientific  implement.  When  photography  is  applied 
to  technology  and  industry,  however,  it  enters  the  daily 
lives  of  every  one  of  us,  and  gives  credence  to  the  view 
that  the  influence  of  photography  on  the  life  and  culture 
of  mankind  is  comparable  with  that  of  printing  by  mov- 
able type.  The  application  of  photography  to  the  enter- 
tainment world  has  given  rise  to  the  vast  cinema  industry, 
and  has  made  everyone  familiar  with  the  features,  expres- 
sions and  voice  of  movie  stars  whom  they  may  never  have 
seen.  It  is  remarkable  that  we  have  acquired  that  accurate 
familiarity  merely  by  watching  the  shadow  of  silver  grains 
on  a  screen,  and  listening  to  their  influence  on  an  electric 
current  flowing  through  a  loudspeaker. 

Photography  applied  to  newspaper  illustration  has  re- 
sulted in  the  technology  of  photomechanics,  by  means  of 
which  we  now  see  a  graphic  record  within  an  hour  or  two 
of  an  important  event,  even  though  it  took  place  some 
thousands  of  miles  away.

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TRADE  REPORT 


The  prices  given  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  Various 
charges  have  to  be  added  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods  into 
stock.    Crude  drugs  and  essential  oils  vary  greatly  in  quality  and  higher  prices  are  charged  for  selected  qualities. 


London,  November  2 :  Most  sections  of  the  Crude  Drugs  and  Essential 
Oils  markets  were  quiet  during  the  week,  although  routine  demand  kept 
prices  fairly  stable.  Chinese  Menthol  was  firmer  for  shipment  with  the 
origin  asking  about  one  shilling  per  lb.  more  than  in  the  previous  week. 

Peru  balsam  is  in  short  supply  on 
the  spot  but  prices  are  unchanged.  A 
parcel  of  Cape  Aloes  was  offered  and 
taken  at  284s.  per  cwt.,  c.i.f.,  but  fur- 
ther business  could  not  be  negotiated. 
One  shilling  per  lb.  more  was  asked 
for  the  small  amount  of  Buchu  rounds 
that  remain  on  the  spot.  For  the  first 
time  in  many  weeks  shipment  offers  of 
Senega  were  received  but  no  business 
was  reported  since  holders  were 
anxious  to  dispose  of  their  present 
stocks.  Ginger  was  somewhat  firmer 
again.  Prices  are  now  fixed  at  origin 
for  West  Indian  Nutmegs  because  of 
the  recent  damage  to  the  trees,  mean- 
while spot  material  is  not  quoted. 
Honey  prices  continue  firm  with  the 
Australian  medium-amber  difficult  to 
find.  Aconite  is  currently  quoted  at  4s. 
per  lb.  against  3s.  6d.  duty  paid  re- 
cently. Due  to  the  weak  market  at 
origin,  Pepper  prices  have  shown  a 
further  decline. 

In  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals, 
heavy  Magnesium  oxide  was  increased 
by  sixpence  a  lb.  while  some  manu- 
facturers also  advised  a  ten-shilling  per 
cwt.  increase  for  the  heavy  Magnesium 
carbonate. 

Almond  oil  is  becoming  scarce  on 
the  spot  and  the  continued  rise  in 
prices  of  almonds  must  discourage  the 
manufacturers  from  processing  at  the 
present  time.  In  Essential  Oils, 
Cassia  can  be  bought  on  the  spot  at 
one  shilling  per  lb.  under  the  c.i.f.  quo- 
tation. English  distilled  Nutmeg  and 
Pimento  berry  are  appreciably  firmer 
in  view  of  the  scarcity  of  those  spices.

UNITED  STATES  REPORT 

New  York,  November  1 :  The 
Glycerin  market  was  firm  and  active, 
with  refiners  and  makers  of  synthetic 
material  booking  heavy  orders  for 
November.  Disappointing  consumer 
demand  for  Menthol  brought  a  price 
reduction,  making  the  Brazilian  pro- 
ducts $8-00  per  lb.,  down  40  cents,  and 
the  synthetic  laevo  $8-25,  down  25 
cents.  Also  reduced  were  Thymol 
crystals  at  $2' 25,  down  15  cents.  Trade 
surveys  indicate  that,  barring  a  sharp 
rise  in  demand,  supplies  of  Botanical 
Drugs  should  be  adequate  to  meet  all 
domestic  and  export  demand  for  the 
coming  year.  Ipecacuanha  was  lower, 
with  the  whole  root  now  $7  85,  down 
40  cents  per  lb.  Argols  were  lower 
at  $34  00  per  100  kilos,  down  $4. 
Among  Essential  Oils,  Lemongrass 
rose  to  $190  per  lb.,  up  15  cents. 
Lower  per  lb.  were  Cedarwood  at  70 
cents,  down  10  cents;  Formosan 
Citronella,  $200  (10  cents);  white 
Thyme,  $L90  (10  cents);  and  red 
Thyme,  $175  (10  cents).  Heliotropine 
was  reduced  to  $4-30  per  lb.  (10  cents).

WORLD  TRADE 

French  Import  Tax  Lifted.  —  The 

French  Finance  Ministry  has  removed 
the  special  15  per  cent,  compensatory 
tax  levied  on  imports  of  raw  phenols, 
cresols  and  xylenols  containing  between 
20  per  cent,  and  40  per  cent,  of  pure 
phenol. 

U.S.    Sulphur    Production.  —  The 

United  States  domestic  sulphur  indus- 
try produced  500,710  long  tons  of 
native  sulphur  and  34,500  tons  of  re- 
covered sulphur  in  August,  according 
to  U.S.  Bureau  of  Mines.  This  com- 
pares with  462,098  and  30,700  tons  in 
August  1954. 

Argentine  Peso  Devalued.  —  The 
Argentine  Central  Bank  announced  a 
new  official  exchange  rate  of  18  pesos 
per  dollar  and  its  equivalent  in  other 
currencies  on  October  28.  This  new 
single  rate  represents  a  more  than 
threefold  devaluation  over  the  pre- 
vious basic  rate  of  five  pesos  per  dol- 
lar and  also  replaces  the  preferential 
rate  of  7  5  pesos  per  dollar  and  the 
official  free  market  rate  of  13  98  pesos. 
The  18  peso  rate  will  operate  for  all 
import  and  export  operations  in- 
cluded within  the  official  market.  All 
other  operations  will  be  governed  by 
a  rate  of  exchange  emanating  from  the 
free  play  of  currency  and  demand.  In 
addition,  remittances  for  abroad  on 
account  of  profits  accruing  to  foreign 
investments  after  June  30,  1955,  are  to 
be  free,  and  those  blocked  by  the 
Peron  Government  for  several  years 
are  to  be  progressively  unfrozen  by 
quotas  as  soon  as  circumstances  per- 
mit. Announcing  the  new  exchange 
policy,  the  Ministry  of  Finance  stated: 
"  This  is  but  the  first  step  towards  a 
single  exchange  market  where  the 
Argentine  peso  will  have  a  single  quo- 
tation and  where  foreign  trade  may 
operate  without  the  burden  of  permits, 
certificates  and  other  limitations." 

U.S.  Drug  Import  Inquiry.  —  The 
United  States  Tariff  Commission  has 
launched  a  formal  investigation  of  im- 
ports of  para -aminosalicylic  acid  and 
salts.  A  public  hearing  on  foreign 
shipments  of  the  drug  is  being  held  at 
the  Commission's  Washington  offices 
on  January  25,  1956.  The  Commission 
is  acting  on  the  request  of  the  Sumner 
Chemical  Co.,  New  York,  who  in- 
formed it  that  imports  of  the  drug 
from  Germany,  Italy,  Switzerland  and 
France,  and  to  a  lesser  extent  from 
Great  Britain,  Sweden,  Denmark,  Bel- 
gium and  the  Netherlands,  were  harm- 
ing the  domestic  industry.  The  Com- 
mission said  its  investigations,  brought 
under  the  escape  clause  of  the  Recip- 
rocal Trade  Agreements  Act,  would 
determine  whether  imports  as  a  result 
of  duty  concessions  granted  under 
GATT  were  causing  or  threatening  to 
cause  serious  injury  to  the  domestic 
industry  producing  the  acid  and  salts. 
Sumner  Chemical,  in  its  request  for 
the  investigation,  said  it  was  concerned 
only  with  imports  of  para-aminosali- 
cylic  acid  and  salts  in  bulk  form  and 
not  those  in  capsule  or  pill  form.  The 
U.S.  industry  was  composed  now  of 
only  two  bulk  manufacturers,  Sumner 
and  the  American  Cyanamid  Co. 
American  Cyanamid,  was  joining  the 
petition  to  the  Tariff  Commission.
